5. Section 201.222 is amended as 
follows: 

a. Reword the section heading to read 
“Declaration of purpose: labeling as to 
kind, variety, hybrid, and treatment." 

b. Delete the name “Mustard” in para¬ 
graph (b) and insert “Mustard. India". 

c. Delete paragraph (b) and add in 
alphabetical order the kinds of seeds 
listed in present (b) to the list in para¬ 
graph (a). 

d. Delete the existing paragraph <e) 
and add new paragraphs (e) and <f) as 
follows: 


<e) The invoice and any other labeling 
pertaining to agricultural or vegetable 
seed offered for importation shall bear 
the lot Identification, the name of each 
kind and variety of vegetable seed pres¬ 
ent, or kind or kind and variety of agri¬ 
cultural seed present, in excess of 5 per¬ 
cent of the whole, and the designation 
“hybrid” when it is hybrid seed as de¬ 
fined under i 201.2(y). 

(f) Any agricultural seed or mixture 
thereof or any vegetable seed or mixture 
thereof offered for importation for seed¬ 
ing purposes that has been treated shall 
be labeled as provided in i 201.31(a) of 
the regulations of the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

The amendments are substantially the 
some as those set forth in the notice of 
proposed rule making. Therefore, pur¬ 
suant to administrative procedure pro¬ 
visions In 5 UB.C. 553. it is found upon 
good cause that further notice of rule 
making and public procedure on the 
amendments are unnecessary. 

Effective date. The amendments of the 
regulations as hereby adopted shall be¬ 
come effective 30 days after publication 
in the Federal Register.

On July 19, 1967, notice of proposed 
rule making was published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register (32 Fit 10579) regarding 
proposed expenses and the related rate 
of assessment for the period April 1. 
1967, through March 31. 1968, and on 
August 4. 1967, notice of proposed rule 
making was published in the Federal 
Register (32 FJt. 11333) regarding the 
approval of carryover of unexpended 
funds from the fiscal period ended 
March 31. 1967. pursuant to the market¬ 
ing agreement, as amended, and Order 
No. 922, as amended <7 CFR Part 922>, 
regulating the handling of apricots 
grown in designated counties in Wash¬ 
ington. This regulatory program is ef¬ 
fective under the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Agreement Act of 1937. as amended

determined that: 

§ 922*207 Expram and rate of a**e*»- 
ment. 

(a) Expenses: Expenses that are rea¬ 
sonable and likely to be incurred by the 
Washington Apricot Marketing Commit¬ 
tee during the period April 1* 1967, 
through March 31. 1968, will amount to 
$3,646. 

(b) Rate of assessment: The rate of 
assessment for said period, payable by 
each handler in accordance with $ 922.41, 
is fixed at $0.50 per ton of apricots. 

<c) Unexpended assessment funds, in 
excess of expenses incurred during the 
fiscal period ended March 31. 1967, shall 
be carried over as a reserve in accord¬ 
ance with the applicable provisions of 
9 922.42 of said marketing agreement and 
order. 

It Is hereby further found that good 
cause exists for not postponing the effec¬ 
tive date hereof until 30 days after pub¬ 
lication in the Federal Register <5 U.S.C. 
653) In that (1) shipments of the current 
crop of apricots grown in the designated 
counties in Washington are now being 
made; (2) the relevant provisions of 
said marketing agreement and this part 
require that the rate of assessment herein 
fixed shall be applicable to all assessable 
apricots handled during the aforesaid 
period; and (3) such period began on 
April 1,1967, and said rate of assessment 
will automatlcaly apply to all such apri¬ 
cots beginning with such date.

Onions 

Findings . (a) Notice of rule making 
regarding proposed restrictions on the 
Importation of onions Into the United 
States to be made effective under section 
8e-l of the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act of 1937, as amended (7 
UB.C. 608e-l), was published in the 
August 3,1967, Federal Register <32 F.R. 
11281). The notice afforded interested 
persons an opportunity to file data, views, 
or arguments in regard thereto not later 
than the 15th day after publication. None 
was filed. After consideration of all rele¬ 
vant matters, including the proposal set 
forth in the aforesaid notice, and other 
available Information, It is hereby found 


that the proposal as published in the I 
notice should be Issued and that such I 
restrictions on the importation of onions, I 
as hereinafter provided, comply with the I 
grade, size, quality and maturity require- I 
ments applicable to onions produced m I 
the United States, and effective under I 
Marketing Order No. 958 (7 CFR Part I 
958) regulating the handling of onions I 
grown in designated counties of Idaho I 
and eastern Oregon, This regulation U I 
subject to amendment with adrQimte I 
notice as domestic regulation are 
changed. 

(b) It Is hereby further found that 
good cause exists for not postponing the 
effective date of this regulation beyond I 
the time specified <5 U.S.C. 553 > in that I 
(1) the requirements established by thb I 
regulation are mandatory under reetkn I 
8 e-l of the act; (2) all known cmion I 
Importers were notified of the proposed I 
regulation; and (3) notice hereof mrai 
published in the August 3. 1967, Fiouui 
Register (32 F.R. 11281), and such notice 
Is determined to be reasonable. 

§ 980.106 Onion import regiiluiion. 

Except as otherwise provided, during I 
the period September 1, 1967. through ] 
June 15. 1968. no person may Import dry 
onions of the yellow or white v.irictiw 
unless such onions are Impend and 
meet the requirements of this section. 

(a) Minimum grade and size require- 
menfs—(1) yellow varieties— i> Grade. I 
U.S. No. 2 or better grade. 

<ii) Stze. 2 inches minimum diameter. I 
(2) White varieties — <i> Grade . VS 
No. 2 or better grade. 

(ii) Size. 1 Inch minimum diameter. 

C b) Condition. Due consideration shall 
be given to the time required for trans¬ 
portation and entry of onions into the 
United States. Onions with transit time 
from country of origin to entry into the 
United States of 10 or more days may be 
entered If they meet an average tolerance 
for decay of not more than 5 percent, 
provided they also meet the other re¬ 
quirements of this section. 

<c) Minimum Quantity. Any Importa¬ 
tion which in the aggregate does not ex¬ 
ceed 100 pounds in any day. may be 
imported without regard to the provisions 
of this section. 

(d) Plant quarantine. Provisions of 
this section shall not supersede the re¬ 
strictions or prohibitions on onions 
under the Plant Quarantine Act of 1911 

(e) Designation of Governmental in¬ 
spection service. The Federal or tire Fed¬ 
eral-State Inspection Service. F:uit and I 
Vegetable Division. Consumer and Mar* 
ketlng Service. U-S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture. and the Fruit and Vegetable 
Division. Production and Marketing 
Branch. Canada Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. are designated as governmental 
inspection services for certifying tne 
grade, size, quality and maturity « 
onions that are imported into the Unitea 
States under the provisions of sectio 


8e-l of the act. _ 

(f) Inspection and official 
certificates. (1) An official Inspection 
certificate certifying the onions mectj^ 
U.S. Import requirements for onwnj 
under section 8c-l (7 U.S.C. 608c 1 . Iss 
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by a designated governmental Inspection 
service and applicable to a specific lot 
b required on all imports of onions, 

<2 Inspection and certification by the 
FWeral or Federal-State Inspection 
Service will be available and performed 
to accordance with the rules and regula¬ 
tions governing certification of fresh 
fruits, vegetables and other products 
(Part 51 of this title). Each lot shall be 
made available and accessible for Inspec¬ 
tion as provided therein. Cost of Inspec¬ 
tion and certification shall be borne by 
Ux applicant 

(3) Since inspectors may not be sta¬ 
tioned in the immediate vicinity of some 
smaller porta of entry, importers of 
onions should make advance arrange¬ 
ments for inspection by ascertaining 
whether or not there is an Inspector lo¬ 
cated st their particular port of entry. 
For all ports of entry where an Inspec¬ 
tion office Is not located, each Importer 
must give the specified advance notice to 
the applicable office listed below prior to 
the tune the onions will be imported.

(v) The principal Identifying marks 
on the containers; 

<vi) The railioad car Initials and 
number, the truck and trailer license 
number, the name of the vessel, or other 
identification of the shipment; and 
<vii) The following statement, if the 
facts warrant: 

Meets U.S. Import requirements tinder 
section 8e-l of the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act. 

(g) Reconditioning prior to importa¬ 
tion. Nothing contained In this part shall 
be deemed to preclude any Importer from 
reconditioning prior to importation any 
shipment of onions for the purpose of 
making it eligible for importation. 

<h) Definitions . For the purpose of 
this section. '‘Onions’* means all varie¬ 
ties of Allium ccpa marketed dry, except 
dehydrated, canned and frozen onions, 
onion sets, green onions, and pickling 
onions. Onions commonly referred to as 
’•braided,’* that is, with tops, may be 
Imported if they meet the grade and size 
requirements except for top length. The 
terms "UB. No. I" and "UB. No. 2” 
shall have the same meaning as set forth 
in the UB. Standards for Grades of 
Onions (Other than Bermuda-Grancx 
and Creole Types). If 51.2830-51.2854 of 
this title. Tolerances for size shall be 
those in the UJS. Standards. Onions 
meeting the requirements of Canada No. 
1 and No. 2 grades shall be deemed to 
comply with the requirements of US. 
No. 1 and UJS. No. 2 grades. '’Importa¬ 
tion" means release from custody of the 
U.S. Bureau of Customs.

PART 989—RAISINS PRODUCED 
FROM GRAPES GROWN IN CALI¬ 
FORNIA 

Order Amending Order, os Amended, 
Regulating Handling 

It Is hereby ordered that on and after 
the effective date hereof all handling of 
raisins produced from grapes grown In 
California shall be In conformity to. and 
in compllance^wlth. the Order Regulating 
the Handling of Raisins Produced from 
Grapes Grown in California, as ame nded 
(Order No. 989, as amended; 7 CFR Part 
989), and as further amended by the 
“Order Amending the Order, as Amend¬ 
ed. Regulating the Handling of Raisins 


Produced from Grapes Grown in Cali¬ 
fornia" which was annexed to and made 
a part of the decision of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, issued July 27. 1967 (F.R. 
Doc. 67-8965; 32 F.R. 11226), with re¬ 
spect to proposed amendment of the 
marketing agreement, as amended, and 
order, as amended, regulating the han¬ 
dling of such raisins. All of the findings, 
determinations, terms, and conditions of 
the aforesaid amendatory order shall be, 
and the same hereby are, the findings, 
determinations, terms, and conditions of 
this order as If set forth In full herein. 
It is hereby further ordered that, for 
convenient reference, there be set forth 
hereinafter in amended form, as appli¬ 
cable, the various texts of the codified 
portion of said Order No. 989. as 
amended (7 CFR Part 989) and as fur¬ 
ther amended by the aforesaid amenda¬ 
tory order, together with the aforesaid 
findings and determinations as herein 
supplemented. 

§ 989.0 Finding* and determination*. 

(a) Previous findings and determina¬ 
tions. The findings and determinations 
hereinafter set forth arc supplementary, 
and in addition, to the findings and de¬ 
terminations made in connection with 
the issuance of the order and each pre¬ 
viously issued amendment thereof; and 
all of s&id prior findings and determina¬ 
tions are hereby ratified and affirmed. 
(For prior findings and determinations, 
see 14 PH. 5136; 20 FH. 6435; 21 FH, 
8182; 25 PH. 12814; 29 F.R. 9482.) 

(b) Findings upon the basis of the 
hearing record . Pursuant to the Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, 
as amended <7 UB.C. 601-874), and the 
applicable rules of practice and proce¬ 
dure effective thereunder <7 CFR Part 
900 >. a public hearing was held in Fresno, 
Calif., on April 24-27.1967, on a proposed 
amendment of the marketing agreement, 
as amended, and Order No. 989, as 
amended <7 CFR Part 989), regulating 
the handling of raisins produced from 
grapes grown in California. On the basis 
of the evidence Introduced at such hear¬ 
ing and the record thereof, it is found 
that: 

(1) The said order, as amended and 
as hereby further amended, and all the 
terms and conditions thereof, win tend 
to effectuate the declared policy of the 
act; 

(2) The said order, ns amended and 
as hereby further amended, regulates the 
handling of raisins produced from grapes 
grown in California in the same man¬ 
ner as. and is applicable only to persons 
in the respective classes of Industrial or 
commercial activity specified In, the 
marketing agreement and order upon 
which hearings have been held; 

(3) There are no differences in the 
production and marketing of raisins in 
the production area covered by the order, 
as amended and as hereby further 
amended, which require different terms 
applicable to different parts of such area; 

(4) The said order, as amended and 
as hereby further amended. Is limited in 
application to the smallest regional pro¬ 
duction area which is practicable, con¬ 
sistently with carrying out the declared 
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policy of the act. and the issuance of sev¬ 
eral orders applicable to subdivisions of 
the production area would not effectively 
carry out the declared policy of the act; 
and 

(5) All handling of raisins produced 
from grapes grown In California is in the 
current of interstate or foreign com¬ 
merce or directly burdens, obstructs, or 
affects such commerce. 

(c) Additional findings. It is hereby 
further found, for the reasons herein¬ 
after set forth, that good cause exists 
for making the provisions of this 
amendatory order effective on the date 
hereinafter specified rather than post¬ 
poning the effective date thereof until 
30 days after such publication in the 
Federal Register (5 U.S.C. 553). The 
amendatory order changes the method 
of volume regulation and requires the 
committee to hold its first marketing 
policy meeting on or before September 1, 
In lieu of both reserve and surplus ton¬ 
nage raisins being held for the account 
of the committee, all raisins so held 
would be designated as reserve tonnage 
raisins and there would be greater flexi¬ 
bility as to their disposition and op¬ 
portunity to effectuate the declared 
policy of the act. Also, provision Is made 
for a representative of the newly formed 
cooperative bargaining association to 
participate in committee actions such as 
that on marketing policy and opportu¬ 
nity should be afforded the Secretary to 
appoint such a representative. In ad¬ 
dition. the amendatory order provides 
other improvements in program opera¬ 
tions and procedures and. in some in¬ 
stances, requires implementation by rule 
making to be adequately prepared for 
the beginning deliveries, in September, 
of the 1967 crop. Hence, to permlt com¬ 
pliance with, and maximum benefit 
from, the new or revised provisions, It 
is necessary that the amendatory order 
become effective as hereinafter specified. 

(d> Determinations. It is hereby de¬ 
termined that: 

(1) The ''Marketing Agreement, as 
Amended. Regulating the Handling of 
Raisins Produced from Grapes Grown in 
California," upon which the aforesaid 
public hearing was held, has been signed 
by handlers (excluding cooperative as¬ 
sociations of producers who are not en¬ 
gaged in processing, distributing, or 
shipping raisins covered by the said 
order as amended and as hereby further 
amended) who, during the period 
July 1. 1966. through June 30. 1967, han¬ 
dled not less than 50 percent of the 
volume of such raisins covered by the 
said order, as amended and as hereby 
further amended; and 

(2) The Issuance of this amendatory 
order, amending the aforesaid order, as 
amended, is favored or approved by at 
least two-thirds of the producers who 
participated In a referendum on the 
question of Its approval and who during 
the period July 1, 1966, through June 30, 
1967 (which has been determined to be 
a representative period), have been en¬ 
gaged, within the State of California, 
in the production for market of grapes 


which were sun-dried or dehydrated by 
artificial means until they became 
raisins, such producers having also pro¬ 
duced for market at least two-thirds of 
the volume of such commodity repre¬ 
sented in the referendum. 

It is. therefore. ordered. That, on and 
after the effective date hereof, all raisins 
held for the account of the committee 
as surplus tonnage raisins shall be re¬ 
designated as reserve tonnage raisins and 
all handling of raisins produced from 
grapes grown in California, Including the 
carryover from crops prior to 1967, 
shall be in conformity to. and In com¬ 
pliance with, the terms and conditions 
of the said order, as amended, and as 
hereby further amended as follows: 

1. Immediately after § 989.12, the fol¬ 
lowing new section. 1 989.12a Cooperative 
bargaining association. is added: 

g 989.12a Cooperative bargaining rmo* 
elation, 

"Cooperative bargaining association" 
means a nonprofit cooperative associa¬ 
tion of raisin producers engaged within 
the area in bargaining with handlers as 
t~ price and otherwise arranging for the 
sale of natural condition raisins of its 
members.

(6) The estimated market require¬ 
ments for raisins outside free tonnage 
outlets, considering the estimated world 
raisin supply and demand situation; 

(7) Current prices being received ;»nd 
the probable general level of prices to be 
received for raisins by producers and 
handlers; 

(8) The trend and level of consumer 
income; 

(9) Any prohibition of trade practices, 
pursuant to i 989.62, Intended tor the 
crop year; and 

(10) Any other pertinent factors bear¬ 
ing on the marketing of raisins including 
the estimated supply of and demand for 
other varietal types and regulations 
applicable thereto. 

<c> Modification. In the event die 
committee subsequently deems it advis¬ 
able to modify its marketing policy on 
any crop, because of national emergency, 
crop failure or other major change in 
economic conditions, it shall hold a meet¬ 
ing for that purpose, and file a report 
thereof with the Secretary within 5 days 
(exclusive of Saturdays, Sundays, and 
holidays) after the holding of such meet¬ 
ing. which report shall show each modi¬ 
fication. the bases therefor, as well as the 
recommendation of the board 

(d> Verbatim record. The committee 
shall file with its report to the Secretary 
a verbatim record of that portion of its 
meeting or meetings relating to its 
marketing policy. 

(e> Publicity and notice. The com¬ 
mittee shall promptly give reasonable 
publicity to producers, dehydrators, 
handlers, and the cooperative bargain¬

(a) The standard raisins acquired by a 
handler which are designated as reserve 
tonnage shall be held by him for the 
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account of the committee and subject 
to the applicable restrictions of this part 

(b) (1) Each handler shall hold in stor¬ 
age all reserve tonnage acquired by him 
until he has been relieved of such re¬ 
sponsibility by the committee, either by 
delivery to the committee, or otherwise. 
Such handler shall store such reserve 
without addition of moisture and in such 
manner as will maintain the raisins 
tonnage raisins in natural condition 
in the same condition as when he ac¬ 
quired them, except for normal and nat¬ 
ural deterioration and shrinkage, and 
except for loss through fire, acts of God 
or other conditions beyond the handler's 
control: Provided. That in the case of 
Layer Muscat raisins, the committee may 
permit handlers to satisfy the applicable 
reserve tonnage obligations with residual 
Muscat raisins obtained by them in lay¬ 
ering operations subject to such safe¬ 
guards as it may prescribe.

The committee 
may require that such delivery consist 
of natural condition raisins, or it may 
arrange for such delivery to consist of 
packed raisins.

(a) The Commission was requested to 
render an advisory opinion with respect 
to the legality of a user's trade associa¬ 
tion discussing and seeking a “guarantee 
that a quoted price will remain firm for a 
definite number of days" from individual 
suppliers or from their national asso¬ 
ciation. 

<b> It was represented that the prod¬ 
uct constitutes about 30 percent of the 
cost of doing business and that while 
some users buy direct, others purchase 
from intermediate suppliers. Regardless 
of the supply source, product suppliers 
change prices without notice and will not 
guarantee firm prices unless the purchase 
contract calls for a large quantity of the 
product. As users* customers demand firm 
price quotations on their needs and be¬ 
cause of the normal time lapse between 
a quotation and actual product purchase, 
an interim price increase by producers 
results in a lessening of the users* profit 
The Association added that there is no 
agreement not to do business with those 
producers who decline to guarantee firm 
prices, but that individual users will con¬ 
tinue to bargain for concessions as they 
do at present. 

(c) The Commission advised that It 
could neither approve nor sanction the 
proposed Industry discussions. Though 
such discussion might be motivated by a 
purpose to remove evils affecting the in¬ 
dustry, it appears to go further than is 
reasonably necessary to accomplish the 
.desired result. Even if the discussions 
were accompanied by disclaimers, there 
is implicit therein too grave a danger 
that it would serve as advice whereby the 
conceited power of members of the local 
association, and even of the national 
association, might be brought to bear to 
coerce the producers, or their association, 
to conform pricing policies to the stand¬ 
ard desired, or at the very least as an 
invitation to enter into agreements 
among themselves to do so.

(c) The Commission pointed out that 
the rules and regulations promulgated 
under authority of the Textile Fiber 
Products Identification Act provide, in 
Rule 9. that the label of a textile fiber 
product shall not contain a name, word, 
depiction, descriptive matter, or other 
symbol which connotes or signifies a fur- 
bearing animal, unless such product U 
a fur product within the meaning of the 
Fur Products Labeling Act. Subject to 
this proviso, a textile fiber product may 
not be described on the label with the 
name or part of a name of a fur-bearing 
animal, whether as a single or combina¬ 
tion w'ord similar to a fur-bearing animal 
name, for example. “Broadtail ’.

The purpose of the amendments pro¬ 
posed Is to provide a more appropriate 
procedure In circumstances where an at¬ 
torney at law signs a protest on behalf 
of the principal, and where the authori¬ 
sation of a person other than a licensed 
broker or an attorney at law to sign a 
protest on behalf of a principal has not 
been established.

Pursuant to authority in section 12 of 
the Wagner-Peyser Act (29 U.S.C. 49k >,

(2> Provide for exchange of occupa¬ 
tional. research, appraisal, and related 
counseling information and techniques; 

(3) Undertake cooperative projects of 
mutual benefit; 

<g) To stimulate development of com¬ 
munity resources to provide applicants 
with additional services not presently 
available; 

<h> To provide basic counselor train¬ 
ing to all new r counseling staff and to 
promote graduate academic training, at 
Institutions of higher learning, for all 
counseling staff; 

<i> To report counseling interviews 
only when carried out by qualified coun¬ 
seling staff.

On February 9. 1967. notice was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (32 F.R. 
2708) of a proposed amendment to 29 
CFR 460.5 which would prescribe a new 
form (Form D-1A> for use in reporting 
amendments to Plan Descriptions re¬ 
quired under section 6 of the Welfare 
and Pension Plans Disclosure Act. as 
amended (72 Stat. 999. 76 Stat. 36; 29 
U.8.C. 305). Heretofore amendments to 
Welfare and Pension Benefit Plans have 
been filed by submitting a new plan de¬ 
scription (Form D-l), or by Identifying 
amendments without use of a form. The 
Form D-l A is intended for use in sub¬ 
mitting amendments to a plan where the 
administrator does not choose to use 
Form D-l. 

Interested persons were accorded 30 
days from the date of publication of no¬ 
tice in the Federal Register to offer com¬ 
ments. One comment received pointed 
out that under the proposed regulation 
it w’ould appear to be necessary to re¬ 
submit copies of all the Instruments un¬ 
der which the plan Is currently being 
operated if the Form D-l is used in re¬ 
porting plan amendments. This was not 
the Intention of the proposal, and in or¬ 
der to clarify the regulation, paragraph 
<b> of i 460 5 Is modified to state that un¬ 
less the documents already on file have 
since been amended, they need not be 
resubmitted. 

Accordingly, pursuant to sections 5 
and 6 of the Welfare and Pension Plans 
Disclosure Act <72 Stat. 999; 76 Stat. 36; 
29 U6.C. 304, 305). and under the au¬ 
thority of Secretary's Order No. 24-63 
<28 P.R. 9172) ♦ and Secretary’s Order No. 
25-63 (28 FR. 9173), 5 460.5. of 29 CFR 
Part 460 is hereby amended to read as 
follows:

Copies of the descriptions of such 
plans shall be filed with and received by 
the Office of Labor-Management and 
Welfare-Pension Reports, U.8. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor.

becomes subject to the requirements of 
the Act. Whenever any such plan is 
amended to reffect a change in the in¬ 
formation provided by the original 
Form D-l required by 5 460.3, other than 
information that is also required to be 
included In annual reports under sec¬ 
tion 7 of the Act. the amendment shall 
be reported to the Office of Labor-Man¬ 
agement and Welfare-Pension Reports 


within sixty <60> days after it has been 
effectuated, by : 

(a) Submitting one copy of the De¬ 
partment of Labor Form D-1A. entitled 
‘ Employee Welfare or Pension Benefit 
Plan Amendment Form,” in accordance 
with the instruction contained therein; 
or 

<b) Submitting one copy of a com¬ 
pleted Department of Labor Form D-l, 
incorporating all current Information 
required therein. When Form D-l is 
used to report plan amendments, ail 
documents or other materials under 
which the plan Is currently being oper¬ 
ated should be listed in item 12 of the 
Form, but submit one copy of only the 
documents or materials oontaintn,: the 
amendment (a) being reported Identify 
any documents or materials on the list 
which are not being submitted by plac¬ 
ing the phrase “not amended” in paren¬ 
thesis after each such document so listed 

This amendment shall take effect Sep¬ 
tember 1. 1967.

Pursuant to authority in section 6 of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 <29

and Order No. 16-67 of the Secretary of 
Labor, 29 CFR 681.9 (b) and <c> Is 
amended as set out below.

20224, within the period of 30 days from 
the date of publication of this notice In 
the Federal Register. Any written com¬ 
ments or suggestions submitted after 
August 1.1067, not specifically designated 
as confidential in accordance with 26 
CFR 601.601 (b) may be inspected by any 
person upon written request. Any person 
submitting written comments or sug¬ 
gestions who desires an opportunity to 
comment orally at a public hearing on 
these proposed regulations should submit 
his request, in writing, to the Commis¬ 
sioner within the 30-day period. In such 
case, a public hearing will be held, and 
notice of the time, place, and date will 
be published in a subsequent Issue of the 
Federal Register. The proposed regula¬ 
tions are to be Issued under the authority 
contained In section 7805 of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954 (68A Stat.

In order to conform the Income Tax 
Regulations (26 CFR Part 1) to sections 
102 and 201 of the Act of September 22.

<31 U-S.C. 774(3)) when such obligations 
are exchanged solely for other obliga¬ 
tions issued under that Act and the Sec¬ 
retary provides by regulations promul¬ 
gated In connection with the isssue of 
such other obligations that gain or loss 
is not to be recognized on such exchange. 
It is not necessary that at the time of 
the exchange the obligation which is sur¬ 
rendered to the United States be a capital 
asset in the hands of the taxpayer. For 
purposes of section 1037(a) and this sub- 
paragraph. a circular of the Treasury 
Department which offers to exchange ob¬ 
ligations of the United States issued un¬ 
der the Second Liberty Bond Act for 
other obligations Issued under that Act 
shall constitute regulations promulgated 
by the Secretary in connection with the 
Issue of the obligations offered to be ex¬ 
changed if such circular contains a dec¬ 
laration by the Secretary’ that no gain 
or loss shall be recognized for Federal 
Income tax purposes on the exchange or 
grants the privilege of continuing to de¬ 
fer the reporting of the income on the 
bonds exchanged until such time os the 
bonds received in the exchange are re¬ 
deemed or disposed of. or have reached 
final maturity, whichever is earlier. See. 
for example, regulations of the Bureau 
of the Public Debt. 31 CFR Part 339. or 
Treasury Department Circular 1066. 26 
P.R. 8647. The application of section 
1037(a) and this subparagraph will not 
be precluded merely because the tax¬ 
payer is required to pay money on the 
exchange.

Gain or loss which has been real¬ 
ized but not recognized on the exchange 
of a U.S. obligation for another such 
obligation because of the provisions of 
section 1037(a) (or so much of section 
1031 (b) or (c> as relates to section 
1037(a)) shall be recognized at such 
time as the obligation received in the 
exchange Is disposed of, or redeemed, 
in a transaction other than an exchange 
described in section 1037(a) (or so much 
of section 1031 (b) or (c) as relates to 
section 1037(a)) or reaches final ma¬ 
turity. whichever is earlier, to the extent 
gain or loss is realized on such later 
transaction. 

<3> Illustrations. The application of 
tills paragraph may be Illustrated by the 
following examples. In which it is as¬ 
sumed that the taxpayer uses the cash 
receipts and disbursements method of 
accounting and has never elected under 
section 454(a) to include in gross income 
currently the annual increase In the re¬ 
demption price of non-interest-bearing 
obligations issued at a discount. In addi¬ 
tion. It Is assumed that the old obliga¬ 
tions exchanged are capital assets trans¬ 
ferred in an exchange in respect of which 
regulations are promulgated pursuant to 
section 1037(a): 
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Example (1). A. the owner of a 91.000 serlea 
E UA savings bond purchased for 9760 and 
bearing an issue date of May 1.

Example (2). In 1963. B purchased for 997 
a marketable UB. bond which was originally 
Issued at Its par value of 9100. In 1064 he 
surrenders the bond to the United States In 
exchange solely for another marketable U 3. 
bond which then has a fair market value of 
995. B's loss of 92 on the old bond Is not rec¬ 
ognized at the time of the exchange, and his 
basis for the new bond is 997 under section 
1031(d). If It had been necessary for B to pay 
91 additional consideration In the exchange, 
his basis in the new bond would be 998. 

Example (J). The facte are the same as In 
example (2) except that B also receives 91 
Interest on the old bond for the period which 
has elapsed since the last Interest payment 
date and that B does not pay any additional 
consideration on the exchange. As In example 
(2). B has a loos of 92 which Is not recognized 
at the Ume of the exchange and his basis In 
the new bond la 997. In addition, the 91 of in¬ 
terest received on the old bond Is Includible 
In gross Income. B holds the new bond 1 year 
and sells It In the market for 999 plus Inter¬ 
est At this time he has a gain of 92. the 
difference between his basis of 997 In the 
new bond and the sales price of such bond. 
In addition, the interest received on the new 
bond Is Includible in gross Income. 

Example (4). The facts are the same as In 
example (2). except that in addition to the 
new bond B also receives 91 85 in cash. 90.86 
of which U interest. The 90.85 interest re¬ 
ceived Is includible In gross income. B's loss 
of 91 (997 lent 996) on the old bond Is not 
recognised at the time of the exchange by 
reason of section 1031(c). Under section 
1081(d) B's bools In the new bond Is 996 
(his basis of 997 In the old bond, reduced by 
the 91 cash received in the exchange). 

Example (5). (a) For 9975 D subscribes to 
a marketable UB. obligation which has a 
face value of 91.000. Thereafter, he surrenders 
this obligation to the United States In ex¬ 
change solely for a 10-year marketable 
91.000 obligation which at the Ume of ex¬ 
change has a fair market value of 9930. at 
which price such obligation Is initially of¬ 
fered to the public.

In 1965 when 
the stated redemption value of the series E 
bond is $9,760, B surrenders U to the United 
States In exchange solely for a $10,000 series 
M VS savings bond, after paying $240 addi¬ 
tional consideration. B retains the series H 
bond and redeems It at maturity in 1975 foe

Interest payments thereon. 

(b) On the exchange of the series E bond 
far the series H bond. B realizes a gain of 
$2,260 ($9,760 less $7,500). none of which is 
recognized at such time by reason of section

all of which Is recognized at such time by 
reason of section 1002 and paragraph (c) of 
f 1.454*1.

§ 971.310 Limitation of »Iiipmrtit*. 

During the period November 20. 1967. 
through March 24, 1968, no person may 
handle any lot of lettuce grown in the 
production area unless the lettuce meets 
requirements of paragraphs (a) Grade . 
(b) Size and pack, and (c) Containers , 
or unless the lettuce is handled in ac¬ 
cordance with paragraph <d) or <e), of 
this section. Further, no person may 
package lettuce during the above period 
on any Sunday. 

(a) Grade. Each lot of lettuce shall 
average no more than 5 percent decay 
(no more than three decayed heads per¬ 
mitted In any container) or other serious 
damage, except: 

(1) Mildew may affect no more than 
three head leaves when associated with 
discoloration. 

(2) Tip bum may not exceed an ag¬ 
gregate area lft inches wide by 3 inches 
in length when affecting compact por¬ 
tion of head. 

(3) No more than three head leaves 
with pink rib (having areas of deep pink 
color as viewed on the outer surface of 
the leaf) or other rib discoloration when 
either seriously detracts from appear¬ 
ance or edible quality. 

(4) No more than six head leaves, in 
the compact portion of the head, affected 
by insects. 

(5) (l) No more than four outer head 
leaves with blistering, peeling, or dis¬ 
coloration resulting from freezing that 
seriously detracts from appearance or 
edible quality. 

(il) All other defects, such as seed- 
stems. shall have same meaning as de¬ 
scribed under serious damage in U.S. 
Standards for grades of lettuce. 

<iii) Tolerances: 10 percent by count 
of heads of lettuce In any lot may be 
below these requirements with no more 
than six heads below these requirements 
In any Individual package. 

(b) Sizing and pack . <1) Lettuce 

heads, packed in container Nos. 7303. 
7306, or 7313. if wrapped, may be packed 
only 18. 20, 22, 24, or 30 heads per con¬ 
tainer; If not wrapped, only 18. 24. or 30 
heads per container. 

(2) Lettuce heads in container No. 
85-40 may be packed only 24 heads per 
container. 

<c) Containers. Containers may be 
only— 

(1) Cartons with inside dimensions of 
10 Inches by 14ft Inches by 21<H« inches 
(designated as carrier container No. 
7303), or 

(2) Cartons with inside dimensions of 
Oft inches by 14 inches by 21 Inches 
(designated as carrier container Nos. 
7306 and 7313),or 

(3) Cartons with inside dimensions of 
21ft inches by 16ft Inches by 10ft inches 
(designated as carrier container No. 85- 
40—fiat pack). 

<d> Minimum quantities. Any person 
may handle up to, but not to exceed two 
cartons of lettuce a day without regard 
to inspection, assessment, grade, size, and 
pack requirements, but It must meet con¬ 
tainer requirements. This exception may 
not be applied to any portion of a ship¬ 
ment of over two cartons of lettuce. 


(C) Special purpose shipments. Lettuce 
not meeting grade, size, or container re¬ 
quirements of paragraph <a>, (b), or (c) 
of this section may be handled for any 
purpose listed, if handled as prescribed. 
In this paragraph. Inspection or assess¬ 
ments are not required on such 
shipments. 

(1) For relief, charity, experimental 
purposes, or export to Mexico, if, prior to 
handling, the handler pursuant to 
(I 971.120-971.125 obtains a Certificate 
of Privilege applicable thereto and re¬ 
ports thereon. 

(2) For export to Mexico, if the han¬ 
dler of such lettuce loads or transports 
it only in a vehicle bearing Mexican 
registration (license). 

(f) Inspection. (1) No handler may 
handle any lettuce for which an inspec¬ 
tion certificate is required unless an ap¬ 
propriate inspection certificate has been 
Issued with respect thereto. 

(2) No handler may transport, or cause 
the transportation of. by motor vehicle, 
any shipment of lettuce for which an in¬ 
spection certificate is required unless 
each such shipment is accompanied by 
a copy of an inspection certificate or by 
a copy of a shipment release form (SPT- 
23) furnished by the inspection service 
verifying that such shipment meets the 
current grade, size, pack and/or con¬ 
tainer regulations promulgated under 
this part. A copy of the Inspection cer¬ 
tificate, or shipment release form appli¬ 
cable to each truck lot shall be available 
and surrendered upon request to authori¬ 
ties designated by the committee. 

(3) For administration of this part, an 
inspection certificate or shipment release 
form required by the committee as evi¬ 
dence of inspection is valid for only 72 
hours following completion of inspection, 
as shown on such certificate or form. 

(g) Definitions. (1) “Wrapped" heads 
of lettuce refers to those which arc en¬ 
closed Individually in parchment, plastic, 
or other commercial film <cf. AMS 481 > 
and then packed in cartons or other 
containers. 

(2) “U.S. No. 1" and “serious damage" 
shall have the same meaning as in the 
U.S. Standards for Lettuce (55 51.2510- 
51.2531 of this title). 

<3) All other terms used in this section 
shall have the same meaning as when 
used elsewhere in this part.

Notice of Proposed Suspension of 
Certain Provisions of Order 

Notice is hereby given that, pursuant 
to the provisions of the Agricultural 
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Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, as 
amended (7 UB.C. 601 et seq.), the sus¬ 
pension of certain provisions of the order 
regulating the handling of milk In the 
Greater Wheeling. W. Va., marketing 
area Is being considered for the period 
of September 1. 1967. through July 31. 
1968. 

The provisions proposed to be sus¬ 
pended. which relate to the base-excess 
plan -for paying producers, are the 
following: 

(1) Sections 1008.19. 1008.20. 1008.- 
31(b)(1). 1008.72. 1008.75(b). 1008.80 
(d) (2) (U), 1008.90. 1008.91. and 1008.92. 

(2) In 33 1008.27(k) (2), 1008.75(0 

1008.82(b) (1), -and 1008.72’*. 

(3) In * 1008.31(b) (2) 01). -including 
for the month of April through July, the 
pounds of base milk’*. 

(4) In the introductory text of 
5 1008.71. "for each of the months of 
August through March’*. 

(5) In 5 1008.71(f). -during each of 
the months of August through March'*. 

(6) In 5 1008.74(a), -and the uniform 
price to be paid for base milk”. 

(7) In 3 1008 80(a)(2). -or base milk 
and excess milk”. 

(8) The center-head -Determination 
of Base” immediately preceding 3 1008.90. 

The proposed action would suspend 
for September 1. 1967, through July 31. 
1968. the base-excess plan provisions for 
paying producers. Under the plan, pro¬ 
ducers establish daily bases during Sep¬ 
tember through December. In the follow¬ 
ing April through July, producers are 
paid a base price for their deliveries that 
are not in excess of their base and a 
lower price for any additional milk 
delivered. 

The suspension was requested by the 
Dairymen s Co-Operative Sales Associa¬ 
tion. which represents more than 80 per¬ 
cent of the producers In the Wheeling 
market. The Association is one of several 
cooperatives that proposed at a hearing, 
concluded April 20. 1967, that the mar¬ 
keting areas of the Wheeling, North¬ 
eastern Ohio, and Youngstown-Warren 
milk orders be merged and expanded to 
include certain areas In western Penn¬ 
sylvania. No base-excess plan was pro¬ 
posed for this new order.

Advance Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making 

The Motor Carrier Safety Regulations, 
in 3 293.75. provide minimum require¬ 
ments with respect to tires, including the 
provisions that no motor vehicle shall be 
operated on tires worn so smooth as to 
expose any tread fabric or haring any 
other defect likely to cause failure, that 
no bus shall be operated on any tire 
which docs not have tread configurations 
on that part of the tire which is in con¬ 
tact with the road surface, and that no 
bus shall be operated with regrooved, re¬ 
capped or retreaded tires on the front 
wheels. 

In view of accident experience in 
which there were indications that tire 
failure and traction characteristics of 
tires may have been major cause factors, 
and in view of the provisions of section 
204(a) of the National Traffic and Motor 
Vehicle Safety Act of 1966, the Bureau of 
Motor Carrier Safety is considering 
changing 5 293.75 of the Motor Carrier 
Safety Regulations to provide the follow¬ 
ing possible amendments and requests 
comments thereon from interested per¬ 
sona 

(a) A minimum depth for grooves on 
that part of the tire which comes Into 
contact with the road surface. 

(b) A prohibition against the opera¬ 
tion of regrooved, recapped, or retreaded 
tires on front wheels of trucks and truck 
tractors. (This would be in addition to 
the present prohibition against buses 
using such tires.) 

(c) A prohibition against the use of 
regrooved tires on all wheels of com¬ 
mercial vehicles or a prohibition against 
the use of regrooved tires on all wheels 
of particular vehicles in specified types 
of serv ice. 

(d) Specifications for grooving pat¬ 
terns, spacing and width of grooves, and 
specific limitations as to tire elements 


which may not be cut or damaged In the 
grooving process. 

In addition, comments are specifically 
requested with respect to information 
and data regarding the s&fctv or re¬ 
grooved. recapped and retreaded t res on 
front and rear wheels under the follow¬ 
ing conditions or combination 0 f 
conditions, for the full range of highway 
operating speeds:

Explanatory statement . Section 221.175 
<a> of the Board’s Economic Regulations 
$ets forth a form of notice to be fur¬ 
nished passengers of limitations of 
liability for death or injury to passengers 
under the Warsaw Convention. The no¬ 
tice states, inter alia, that the Convention 
limits the liability or carriers for loss of 
or damage to baggage. 

Ar. lntercarrier agreement raising the 
limits of liability for death or personal 
Injury to passengers under the Warsaw 
Convention to $75,000 for each passen¬ 
ger ( referred to as the “interim agree¬ 
ment^ was approved by the Board by 
Order E-23680, effective May 16. 1966. 
The agreement provides that the carrier 
than deliver to each international pas- 
sensor a new form of notice setting forth 
the higher limits of liability for death 
or injury to passengers. Although this 
Notice was patterned after and is sub¬ 
stantially the same as that set forth In 
the Board’s regulations, there arc some 
differences, one of which is the absence 
In the interim agreement notice of any 
reference to limitations of liability for 
loss of or damage to baggage.

In a recent amendment to Part 221 
dealing with notice of limitations of lia¬ 
bility under the Warsaw Convention 
(ER-4D6), the Board stated that car¬ 
riers which subscribe to the interim 
agreement may use the form of notice 
set forth therein in lieu of the form of 
notice prescribed in the Board’s regula¬ 
tion. However, as noted by the Board 
in that amendment, a carrier using the 
notice in the interim agreement would 
not be in strict compliance with existing 
5 221.175(a) because of the reference In 
the latter notice to limits of liability for 
loss of or damage to baggage. This In¬ 
consistency between notices, the Board 
stated, would be corrected by the Board’s 
Instituting a rule making proceeding to 
delete from the notice set forth in the 
Board's regulation the reference to lim¬ 
itations of liability for baggage. The pro¬ 
posed rule would carry out this intention. 
The result of the deletion, of course, will 
be to remove any notice requirement 
with respect to liability for loss of or 
damage to property. 

In ER—496, supra, in addition to the 
inconsistency involved, the Board gave 
the following reasons for Us intention to 
delete the reference to liability limita¬ 
tions for baggage in the Warsaw notice 
set forth in the Board’s regulation: (1) 
That subsequent to the adoption of the 
Board’s prescribed form of notice in 1963. 
the Board had occasion to consider 
carrier practices with respect to giving 
notice of baggage liability rules in inter¬ 
state air transportation,' and concluded 
therein that the Board should not pre¬ 
scribe particular practices concerning 
notice; and (2) that, consistent with the 
Board's reasons in that proceeding, it 
should eliminate the reference to bag¬ 
gage liability limitations from the 
Board's form of notice for Warsaw Con¬ 
vention limitations, thus permitting 
similar flexibility in solving the notice 
problem under the Warsaw Convention.*

ment In writing; 

Advice to Inteakational P absences* on 
Limitation or Liability 
Passenger* embarking upon a journey in¬ 
volving on ultimate destination or a atop In 
a country other than the oountry of depar¬ 
ture are advised that the provision* of a 
treaty known as the Warsaw Convention 
may be applicable to their entire journey 
Including the portion entirely within the 
countries of departure and destination. The 
Convention governs and in moat cases limits 
the liability of carriers to passengers for 
death or personal injury to approximately 
68,290. 

Additional protection oan usually be ob¬ 
tained by purchasing Insurance from a pri¬ 
vate company. Such Insurance la not affected 
by any limitation of the carrier's liability 
under the Warsaw Convention. For further 
information please consult your airline or 
Insurance company representative. 

Provided, however , That when the car¬ 
rier electa to agree to a higher limit of 
liability to passengers than that provided 
in Article 22(1) of the Warsaw Conven¬ 
tion. such statement shall be modified to 
reflect the higher limit. The statement 
prescribed herein shall be printed in type 
at least as large as 10 point modern type 
and in ink contrasting with the stock on 
(1) each ticket; (2) a piece of paper 
either placed in the ticket envelope with 
the ticket or attached to the ticket; or 
(3) the ticket envelope.

TUBELESS TIRE VALVES FROM 
WEST GERMANY 

Revocation of Determination of Sales 
at Less Than Fair Value; Notice of 
Tentative Determination 

August 16.1967. 

On July 28, 1967. there was published 
in the Federal Register (32 F.R. 11047) 
a Determination of Sales at Less Than 
Fair Value with regard to tubeless tire 
valves from West Germany. It was deter¬ 
mined that finished tubeless tire valves 
from West Germany, with certain enum¬ 


erated exceptions, are being, or are likely 
to be. sold at less than fair value within 
the meaning of section 201(a) of the 
Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 
U.S.C. 160(a)). The reasons for the July 
28 Determination were set forth in a 
notice published in the Federal Register 
on May 16. 1967 (32 F.R. 7293). 

The matter has been reconsidered and 
it has been concluded that the Determi¬ 
nation of Sales at Less Than Fair Value 
of July 28 should be revoked, and that a 
new tentative determination should be 
Issued, covering finished tubeless tire 
valves from West Germany, but elimi¬ 
nating the exceptions contained In the 
July 28 Determination. 

The Treasury's antidumping investi¬ 
gation revealed that certain types of 
valves, depending upon the manufac¬ 
turer and circumstances of sales, are not 
sold, nor likely to be sold, at less than 
fair value; and that one of the manu¬ 
facturers involved terminated shipments 
and gave unconditional assurances as to 
some, but not all, of the valves which he 
produces and which are the subject of 
investigation. These valves were excepted 
from the Determination of Sales at Less 
Than Fair Value of July 28. 

The purpose of eliminating these ex¬ 
ceptions from the new tentative deter¬ 
mination is to avoid circumscribing In 
any w T ay the injury Investigation which 
the Tariff Commission may see fit to 
carry out In the event a new Determina¬ 
tion of Sales at Less Than Fair Value is 

The facts recited with respect to these 
exceptions nevertheless remain a part 
of the record which will be forwarded to 
the Tariff Commission in this case in the 
event of a Determination of Sales at Less 
Than Fair Value. These facts also remain 
a part of the Treasury's record in the 
event an injury determination by the 
Tariff Commission were to make It neces¬ 
sary for the Treasury Department to 
issue a dumping finding in this case. 

For the foregoing reasons. I hereby re¬ 
voke the Determination of Sales at Less 
Than Fair Value published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register of July 28. 1967 <32 F.R. 
11047). 

Further, I hereby make a tentative de¬ 
termination that finished tubeless tire 
valves Imported from West Germany are 
being, or likely to be. sold at less than 
fair value within the meaning of section 
201(a) of the Antidumping Act. 1921, as 
amended (19 U.S.C. 160 <a>). 

Statement of reasons on which this 
tentative determination is based. The 
sales to the U.8. purchasers were pursu¬ 
ant to outright arms-length transactions 
between parties not financially related 
within the meaning of section 207 of the 
Antidumping Act. as amended (19 U.S.C. 
166). 

The quantities of certain types of 
valves sold for home consumption were 


adequate to furnish a basis of compari¬ 
son. Other types of valves were not sold 
for home consumption in quantities ade¬ 
quate to furnish a basis of comparison. 
As to the latter, sufficient quantities were 
sold to third countries. 


Accordingly, purchase price was com¬ 
pared with adjusted home market price 
or with adjusted third country price as 
applicable. 


Purchase price was computed on the 
basis of the ci.f. or f.o.b. port price as 
applicable. From such price there were 
deducted ocean freight and Insurance, 
where pertinent, and Inland freight. Re¬ 
funded and uncollected taxes were added 
as required by statute. 

Calculation of the adjusted home mar¬ 
ket price was made on the basis of the 
selling price, delivered, packed, with re¬ 
gard to one manufacturer, and on the 
basis of the weighted-average price, de¬ 
livered, packed, with ward to another 
manufacturer. Consideration was glsen 
to the different quantities bought by 
various U S. purchasers in selecting the 
effective home market prices for pur¬ 
chases In such quantities. The applicable 
trade and cash discounts and inland 
freight were deducted. As to one manu¬ 
facturer. an adjustment for the differ¬ 
ence in the cost of packing for export to 
the United States as compared with the 
cost of packing for home consumption 


was also made. 

Calculation of adjusted third country 
price was made on the basis of the ciX 
packed, or f.o.b. packed price, as ap¬ 
plicable. From such price there were de¬ 
ducted ocean freight and Insurance, 
where pertinent, and inland freight. Ad¬ 
justment was made for the difference in 
the cost of packing for export to third 
countries as compared with the cost of 
packing for export to the United Stales. 
Adjustment was made for the taxes un¬ 
collected and refunded as the same tax 
treatment is accorded by West Germany 
to all exports, whether to the United 
States or to other countries. 

Purchase price was generally found to 
be lower than adjusted home mancei 
price or adjusted third country price a*

In every cas4 where full pay¬ 
ment is not completed, the payment with 
application up to 2 percent of the amount 
of notes allotted shall, upon declara¬ 
tion made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury in his discretion, be forfeited 
to the United States. Any qualified de¬

<3) (ii) and (ill) of this chapter (sec¬ 
ond-class only). 

Cc) Articles mailed aboard ships ( Pa - 
quebot ). (1) Mall posted aboard ships 
on the high seas must bear postage 
stamps of the country whose flag the 
vessel Hies. On arrival at a port, an offi¬ 
cer of the ship hands the mail into the 
post office of the port city, where the 
stamps are canceled and the mall is dis¬ 
patched. If the stamps are foreign, the 
post office uses a special “Paquebot” 
postmark or applies the word Paquebot 
to the envelope in ink or with a rubber 
stamp. 

(2) Any mail to be forwarded by air 
must be accompanied by an AV-2 form, 
prepared by the ship's officer, showing 
weight of the articles for each destina¬ 
tion. When airmail is presented at a post 
office that is not an international ex¬ 
change office, the postmaster must 
transmit *the AV-2 form to the Interna¬ 
tional Service Division, Bureau of Trans¬ 
portation and International Services. 
Post Office Department, Washington. 
D.C. 20260, for accounting purposes. 

(3) Mall posted aboard a U.S. ship on 
the high seas, or aboard any ship while 
in a UjS. port, must bear UB. stamps 
and is not entitled to “Paquebot" cancel¬ 
lation at a U.S. post office. 


<d) Mailings without postage —(1) 
Diplomatic and consular mail. Mail of 
foreign diplomatic and consular repre¬ 
sentatives in the United States is sub¬ 
ject to the same postage rates and condi¬ 
tions which apply to mail of other postal 
patrons, except when mailed by diplo¬ 
matic and consular representatives of 
countries belonging to the Postal Union 
of the Americas and Spain (sec 5 211.2 
of this chapter). Diplomatic and con¬ 
sular representatives of those countries 
may send Postal Union mall articles 
without postage up to the weight and 
size limits specified in Part 222 of this 
chapter, under the following conditions: 

(l) Diplomatic. Free postage and free 
registration are granted to all surface 
correspondence (official and personal) of 
members of the diplomatic corps of 
PUAS countries when addressed to the 
PUAS countries. 

(ii) Consular. Free postage and reg¬ 
istration are granted to the official sur¬ 
face correspondence of consuls or vice 
consuls of PUAS countries when— 

(a) Addressed for delivery in the 
country represented by the mailing offi¬ 
cial; 

(b) Addressed to the Embassy or Le¬ 
gation of the official's country located in 
any of those countries; or 

< c ) Addressed to an official of any of 
those countries located in those coun¬ 
tries. 

(Hi) Preparation and marking. Diplo¬ 
matic and consular mall will be either 
letters, letter-packages, or printed mat¬ 
ter packages. Letters may be sealed, 
whereas printed matter packages must 
be unsealed and bear the words "Printed 
Matter" on the address side of the 
package. Envelopes, labels, etc., used by 
members of the PUAS diplomatic corps 
for postage free mail must show* in the 
upper left corner the name of the Am¬ 
bassador or Minister or name of Em¬ 
bassy or Legation, with post office ad¬ 
dress. and in the upper right comer the 
words "Diplomatic Mail" over the word 
"Free." For consulates, the name and 
address of the consul or consulate and 
the name of the country mast appear 
over the words "Official Correspondence’* 
in the upper left comer. The words 
"Consular Mall" must be written above 
•‘Free" in the upper right comer. 

<iv) Special services. Diplomatic and 
consular mall entitled to free postage is 
also entitled to free registration but 
without the right to indemnity. If air or 
special delivery service is deal red. both 
the postage and any special fees must 
be prepaid. 

<2> Federal Government official mail. 
Official mail of the Federal Government 
Is accepted for other countries without 
postage affixed under the following 
conditions: 

(l> Postage and fees paid mail . All 
official mail of authorized departments 
and agencies prepared in accordance 
with the provisions of 4 137.2(c) (1), 
<i), (ii). and (iii) of this chapter will be 
given the postal service Indicated on Its 
cover. There is no limitation as to the 
countries to which this mail may be 
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addressed provided the service desired 
is available. The weight and size limits, 
postal forms prescribed in Part 222 of 
this chapter and. under the parcel post 
headings of the various country items, 
in the appendix to this subchapter apply. 

ill) Penalty and 1ranked mail. Ordi¬ 
nary (unregistered) surface mail pre¬ 
pared in accordance with the provisions 
of 99 137.1 and 137.2 of this chapter Is 
acceptcc when addressed in PUAS coun¬ 
tries except Argentina. Brazil, and Spain 
and Spanish possessions. 'See 5 211.2 of 
tills chapter.* This mail must not 
exceed the domestic weight limit of 4 
pounds, except when it is exempt from 
that limit by regulation (sec 9 137.2(e) 

(1) (i> of this chapter>. in which case the 
weight limits prescribed in Part 222 of 
this chapter apply. The maximum 
dimensions prescribed In Part 222 of this 
chapter apply In ail cases. If registration, 
air. or special delivery service Is desired, 
both the postage and fee must be 
prepaid. 

(3) Pan American Union mail Ordi¬ 
nary (unregistered* surface mail bearing 
the return address of the Union and 
weighing not more than 4 pounds (or 11 
pounds for packages identified as con¬ 
taining printed matter) is accepted with¬ 
out postage affixed when addressed to 
PUAS countries except Canada. Such 
mall must bear the Indicia “Free Under 
Postal Convention*’ in the upper right 
comer. If registration, air, or special de- 
levery service is desired, both the postage 
and fee must be prepaid. 

(4) Pan American Scnitary Bureau 
mail Ordinary (unregistered) surface 
mail bearing the return address of the 
Bureau and weighing not more than 4 
pounds is accepted without postage af¬ 
fixed when addressed to PUAS countries 
except Canada. Such mail must bear the 
words “Free Under Postal Convention” 
in the upper right corner. If registration, 
air. or special delivery service is desired, 
both the postage and fee must be prepaid. 

(5) Postal Service official mail All 
official mall of the Postal Service may 
be accepted without postage affixed. Use 
penalty envelopes or labels for mail ad¬ 
dressed (1) to postal administrations or 
post offices In any country, (il> to the 
International Bureau of the Universal 
Postal Union at Berne. Switzerland, and 
(ill) to any addressee in the PUAS coun¬ 
tries except Argentina, Brazil and Spain, 
and Spanish possession. (See } 211.2 of 
this chapter.) In all other cases use pen¬ 
alty envelopes or labels with the addition 
of the endorsement “Postage and Fees 
Paid.” Larger post offices having suffi¬ 
cient need may requisition a rubber 
stamp from the Department on Form 
1567. 

<6) Mall of Mrs. Jacqueline Bouvicr 
Kennedy. All mall bearing the written 
or facsimile signature of Mrs. Jacqueline 
Bouvier Kennedy and the words “Post¬ 
age and Fees Paid** shall be given the 
service indicated on its cover, subject to 
the conditions Indicated in subparagraph 
(2X1) of this paragraph 

<e> Reply Coupons . (1) Member coun¬ 
tries of the Universal Postal Union pur¬ 
chase international reply coupons from 
the Internationa] Bureau of the Univer¬ 


sal Postal Union and sell them at post 
offices. The selling price in the United 
States is 15 cents each. One of these 
coupons Is exchangable in any other 
member country for a stamp or stamps 
representing the international postage 
on a single-rate surface letter. Upon 
presentation of a sufficient number of 
coupons, the stamp or stamps received in 
exchange may be used to prepay an Inter¬ 
nationa! airmail letter. Chart 7 in the 
appendix to this subchapter shows the 
number of coupons required to be sent 
to other countries to prepay an airmail 
letter of the first unit of weight to the 
United States. 

(2) International reply coupons (in 
French, “Coupon-Reponse Interna¬ 
tional)” ore printed in blue ink on paper 
having in the watermark the letters 
UPU In large characters. The name of the 
country, in French and the native lan¬ 
guage. and the selling price of the coupon 
are printed in black. Coupons purchased 
from the International Bureau prior to 
January 1. 1966. have the circles for the 
postmarks of the selling and exchanging 
post offices on the left- and right-hand 
sides; those purchased after January 1, 
1966. have both these circles on the right- 
liand side. The Issuing office postmarks 
the left-hand circle of the old style cou¬ 
pons and the upper circle of the new style 
coupons. The period of exchange of in¬ 
ternational reply coupons is unlimited. 

(3) U.S. post offices will requisition in¬ 
ternational reply coupons from the same 
sources from which they obtain postage 
stamps. The coupons should be stocked 
at offices having a demand for them. 
Since all UB. coupons are of the old 
style, the selling post office will postmark 
them In the left-hand circle. Unused 
U.8. coupons may be redeemed by the 
original purchaser at a discount of 1 cent 
on the purchase price. The post office 
redeeming the unused coupons will post¬ 
mark them in the right-hand circle. 

<4 > Properly postmarked international 
reply coupons issued in other countries 
are exchangeable at UB. post offices for 
postage stamps, aerogrammes, postcards, 
or envelopes at the rate of 13 cents each, 
except that Canadian and Mexican cou¬ 
pons are exchanged at the rate of 5 cents 
each in postage. The post office exchang¬ 
ing a foreign coupon postmarks it in the 
right-hand circle of the old style coupon 
or the lower circle of the new style cou¬ 
pon. Foreign coupons not properly post¬ 
marked by the foreign post office may be 
exchanged if there is no apparent reason 
to doubt their authenticity. Post offices 
must not accept foreign coupons that al¬ 
ready bear a UB. postmark. 

(5) Reply coupons formerly Issued by 
the Postal Union of the Americas and 
Spain are no longer valid. These coupons 
are printed In green ink and bear the 
caption “Cup6n Respuesta Am6rico- 
Espanol.” It Is suggested that patrons 
possessing any of these coupons return 
them to their correspondents In the 
country of issue for redemption through 
the selling post office. 

<6) Postmasters will dispose of ex¬ 
changed foreign and redeemed U.S. 
coupons. 


(f) Foreign reply-paid cards. The re¬ 
ply halves of post cards bearing foreign 
postage stamps, meter stamps, or im¬ 
printed postage and the heading “Carte 
postale r£ponse” (reply post card) are 
accepted as fully prepaid for ordinary 
surface transmission only If addressed to 
the country represented by the foreign 
postage. If this condition is not me:, 
they are treated as unprepaid post cai ds. 
The initial half of the card may bo left 
attached to the reply half, provided the 
address on the initial half is crossed out 
and folded on the inside of the card Reg¬ 
istry and special delivery fees can be pre¬ 
paid only with UB. stamps See 
$ 241.3(c) of this chapter regarding addi¬ 
tional UB. postage required to tran. nut 
cards by airmail. 

(g) Nonpostage stamps. Do not place 
nonpostage stamps, labels resembling 
postage stamps, or Impressions re¬ 
sembling postage-paid Impressions on the 
address side of mall articles. 

(h) Remailed articles. New postage U 
required when rcmalllng an article which 
has been returned from abroad because 
of insufficient address. 


§ 221.3 I’rtiliibitiom #nd rrulrirlion*. 


(a) General list of prohibited articles. 
The following articles are prohibited 
transmission in the postal union mall to 
all countries: 

(I) Any article without address or in¬ 
correctly, insufficiently, or Illegibly ad-

Including narcotics 
(opium, morphine, cocaine, etc.), ex¬ 
plosives and flammable articles (see 
9 231.2(a)(8)) of this chapter, and all 
other articles excluded from the domestic 
mall, which either from their nature or 
packing are likely to soil or damage the 
mail or are injurious to health, life, or 
property. Articles containing gas or 
liquid under pressure, except that prod¬ 
ucts incorporating compressed ga* are 
acceptable if the mist produced is non¬ 
flammable. the quantity of contents are 
not more than a pint, and not more than 
one container per package. These restric¬ 
tions as to quantity do not apply to acr ^J 
sol containers holding mailable Inula 
and gas under pressure less than w 
pounds per square Inch absolute 
pounds gage pressure) at 70’ F. Uqmcis 
with flash point below 150° F 
restricted (see 9 231.2(b)(1)) of this 
chapter. The container must be com¬ 
pletely surrounded with sawdust, bran,

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Intended to r the control of such Insects 
and exchanged between officially recog¬ 
nized agencies. 

(6) The following are prohibited to all 
countries unless sent in registered letter 
mail— coins, bank notes, or paper money; 
manufactured or unmanufactured plati¬ 
num. gold, or silver; precious stones, 
Jewelry, or other precious articles. These 
articles are absolutely prohibited even in 
registered letter mail to some countries. 
See heading “Prohibitions" for Postal 
Union mail in the Directory of Interna¬ 
tional Mail. The term “Jewelry" is gener¬ 
ally understood to denote articles of more 
than nominal value. Low priced Jewelry, 
such as tie clasps, costume jewelry, and 
other items containing little or no 
precious metal. Is not considered to be 
jewelry within the meaning of this sec¬ 
tion and Is accepted under the same con¬ 
ditions as other mailable merchandise to 
any country. However, it is accepted only 
at the .sender's risk to countries which 
prohibit jewelry. 

<7 Values payable to bearer, unless 
sent by registered malL Some countries 
prohibit such values entirely (see coun¬ 
try items in Directory of Internationa) 
Math. The term "values payable to 
bearer' includes checks, drafts, or se¬ 
curities which can be legally cashed or 
easily negotiated by anyone who may 
come into possession of them.

(b) Restricted articles —(1) Gold and 
gold certificates. (See Part 254 of this

Perishable biological materials. Including 
those of pathogenic nature, when sent in 
the postal union mail are accepted only 
as letter packages.

<i> Mailing restrictions . If a country 
prohibits perishable biological materials 
this is shown under “Prohibitions" in the 
country item in the Directory of Inter¬ 
national Mall. The packages must be 
packed as prescribed In paragraph <b> 
(5X111) of this section, and mast bear 
distinctive violet labels by which they can 
be readily recognized and receive care¬ 
ful handling and prompt delivery. 

(ID Qualification of mailers, (a) Only 
officially recognized laboratories may 
send or receive letter packages contain¬ 
ing perishable biological materials. Lab¬ 
oratories of the following categories are 
so designated: 

Laboratories of local. Slate, and Federal Gov¬ 
ernment ogencle*. 

Laboratories of federally licensed manufac¬ 
turers of biologic substances derived from 
bacteria and viruses. 

Laboratories unutated with or operated by 
hospitals, universities, research facuities, 
and other teaching Institutions. 

Private laboratories licensed, certified, recog¬ 
nized. or approved by a public authority. 

(b) A laboratory desiring to mail let¬ 
ter packages containing materials of this 
kind shall make written application on 
Its letterhead stationery to the Interna¬ 
tional Service Division. Bureau of Trans¬ 
portation and International Services. 
Post Office Department. Washington. 
D.C. 20200. explaining its qualifications 
and those of the prospective addressee to 
send and receive such materials, and 
stating how many packages are to be 
mailed. On approval, the mailer will re¬ 
ceive a sufficient number of the violet 
labels for the contemplated shipments. 

(ill) Packaging, (a) Perishable biologi¬ 
cal material not of a pathogenic nature 
must be packed in a nonporous con¬ 
tainer surrounded by sufficient absorbent 
material to take up all the liquid and 
must be placed in an outer protective 
container where it should fit tightly to 
avoid any shifting. 

(b> Perishable biological material of 
a pathogenic nature must be packed in 
a tightty closed bottle or tube or heavy 
glass wrapped in thick absorbent ma¬ 
terial rolled several times around the bot¬ 
tle or tube and tied at the ends, suf¬ 
ficient in quantity to absorb all the 
liquid; the wrapped container must be 
placed in a strong well-closed metal box 
constructed to prevent any contamina¬ 
tion outside of it. This metal box must 
be wrapped in cushioning material and 
placed in an outer protective box where 
it should fit tightly to avoid shifting. 
The outer container must consist of a 
hollow block of strong w*ood. metal, or 


other equally strong material with a 
tight lid so fitted that it cannot open dur¬ 
ing transportation. 

(c) In addition to the requirements in 
(a) and (b> of this subdivision, packages 
must comply with the regulations gov¬ 
erning the transmission of such mate¬ 
rials in the domestic mail. 

(d) The mailer must place on each 
package one of the violet labels men¬ 
tioned in subdivisions (i> and <il) <b> of 
this subparagraph. 

(6) Radioactive materials . Radioac¬ 
tive materials are restricted as provided 
In § 125.2(e) of this chapter. Senders of 
mailable radioactive materials must place 
on the wrapper of the package a white 
label bearing the French words "Matures 
radioactivcs," The label must be supplied 
by the sender and is to be gummed or 
taped to the address side of the package. 
The package must also bear a conspic¬ 
uous request for return to sender in case 
of nondelivery. 

(c) Individual country prohibitions 
and restrictions. See 4 231.2(c) of this 
chapter. 

(d) Foreign customs information See 
4 231(b)(4) of this chapter. 

§221.4 Documentation. 

(a) Green customs label . A green cus¬ 
toms label. Form 2976, must be obtained 
at the post office and placed by the sender 
on each letter or letter package contain¬ 
ing dutiable merchandise, on each pack¬ 
age of dutiable prints, and on each small 
packet. The label Is placed on the ad¬ 
dress side of each article. See §4 222.1(e), 
222.4(e)(6) and 222.7(f) of this chapter. 
The label is also used on merchandise- 
packages weighing 8 ounces or less 
mailed to Canada, as prescribed under 
the country heading in the appendix. 
The following facsimile illustrates the 
type of information the sender must sup¬ 
ply when the label Is used in its entirety: 



When the label is used In its entirety 
there is no need to enclose the paper 
form of customs declaration. Form 
2976-A, in the package (see } 2214(b)), 
except for countries which specifically 
require it. (Sec country items in 
Directory of International Mail ) If 
the sender prefers not to show the 
nature and value of the contents 
on the outside of the article, or if 
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for any reason the use of the label In 
Its entirety is not practicable, the upper 
part (detached by cutting along the dot¬ 
ted line) may be affixed to the cover, and 
the paper customs declaration enclosed 
in the article. The label U not. under 
any circumstances, to be used on parcel 
post packages, nor are parcel post forms 
to be used on postal union mail articles. 

<b> Paper customs declaration. The 
paper form of customs declaration (Form 
297G-A) Is available at post offices for 
completion by the sender and enclosure 
within the classes of articles mentioned 
in paragraph (a) of this section. The 
contents of the article must be indicated 
In detail on the form. Notations of a 
general character are not allowed. Form 
2976-A is not to be used on parcel post 
packages, nor are parcel post forms de¬ 
scribed in 8 231.4 to be used on postal 
union articles. The following facsimile 
illustrates the type of information re¬ 
quired on Form 2970-A: 


Canada and Mexico is 5 cents per ounce. 
To all other countries it is 13 cents 
for the first ounce and 8 cents for each 
additional ounce. 

<2) Airmail Canada and Mexico. 8 
cents per ounce. To Central America, 
South America, the Caribbean Islands.

To 
Europe <except Estonia, Latvia, Lithu¬ 
ania. and U.S.S.R.) and Mediterranean 
Africa, 20 cents per half ounde.

<b> Weight limits. (1) The weight 
limit for letters and letter packaju* to 
all countries except Canada is 4 pounds 
6 ounces; for Canada. 60 pounds. 

<c> Dimensions. —(1) Maximum di¬ 
mensions. Maximum length is 24 inches. 
Maximum “length, breadth, and thick¬ 
ness combined** is 36 Inches. When sent 
in the form of a roll, the length (the 
maximum of which may not exceed 36 



(C) Furnishing to public. Patrons re¬ 
questing them may be furnished a rea¬ 
sonable supply of Forms 2976 and 2976-A 
for preparation at their homes or busi¬ 
ness establishments. 

(d) Nonpostal documentation. Pack¬ 
ages sent in the postal union mail may 
require one or more of the forms de¬ 
scribed in Part 251 of this chapter.

§ 222.1 I^eltcr* and teller package*. 

(a) Bates .—(1) Surface. The surface 
rate for letters and letter packages to 


inches) plus twice the diameter may not 
exceed 42 inches. 

(2) Minimum dimensions. The address 
side must measure at least 4 *4 inches in 
length and 3 Indies in width. When In 
the form of a roll, the length may not 
be leas than 4 Inches, or the length plus 
twice the diameter may not be less than 
inches. Articles having lesser dimen¬ 
sions are accepted on condition that a 
rectangular address tag is attached 
whose dimensions are not less than 4 by 
2?4 inches. 

(d) Restrictions. Letters and letter 
packages may not contain current com¬ 
munications exchanged between persons 
other than the sender and the addressee 
or persons living with them. 

(e) Merchandise in letters —fl) Duti¬ 
able merchandise. Letters or letter pack¬ 
ages may contain merchandise which is 
dutiable in the country of destination 
unless the country is unwilling to accept 
such mailings. If a country prohibits 
dutiable merchandise in letters this Is 
shown under “Prohibitions*’ in the coun¬ 
try item In the Directory of International 
Mail. The postal service is not able to 


inform patrons whether or not any items 
are dutiable in other countries. When 
mailing articles which may be dutiable, 
senders must comply with the provisions 
concerning documentation shown in 
§221.4 of this chapter and with any 
special instructions in the appendix to 
this subchapter. 

(2) Nondutlable merchandise . Arti¬ 
cles which the senders know arc not 
dutiable may be mailed to countries 
which do not accept dutiable merchan¬ 
dise. but only at the risk of the sender*. 
The Post Office Department assumes no 
responsibility for the treatment which 
such articles may be given by the foreign 
postal or customs authorities.

§ 222.4 Printed mailer. 

(a) Rates —(1) Surface. 8urface rates 
tor printed matter are as follows; 

(it Regular printed matter . The rates 
on regular printed matter, that is, 
printed matter other than books, sheet 
music, publishers’ second-class and pub¬ 
lishers* controlled circulation publica¬ 
tions described in subdivisions (11), (ill), 
and <iv> of this subparagraph, are: 

(a) To Caiuida and Mexico—4 cents 
for the first 2 ounces and 2 cents for each 
additional ounce or fraction. 

(h) To countries other than Canada 
and Mexico—6 cents for the first 2 
ounces and 4 cents for each additional 2 
ounces or fraction. 

(ii) Books and sheet music . The rates 
on permanently bound books having at 
least 22 printed pages and containing no 
advertising other than incidental an¬ 
nouncements of other books and on 
printed sheet music are:

(3) Packages or bundles of second- 
class and controlled circulation publica¬ 
tions mailed to Canada by publishers or 
registered news agents may weigh up to 
30 pounds. When mailed by other than 
publishers or news agents, the weight 
limit is 6 pounds 9 ounces. 


(c) Dimensions —Maximum and min¬ 
imum dimensions are the same as 
for letters and letter packages. See 
5 222.1(c). 

(d) Description—(1) General defini¬ 
tion. The term “printed matter” applies 
to reproductions on paper, cardboard or 
other materials commonly used in print¬ 
ing, produced in several identical copies 
by means of a mechanical or photo¬ 
graphic process involving use of a plate. 
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stencil, or negative. Several copies of 
printed matter items may be sent to¬ 
gether in a single package, but they must 
not bear names and addresses of differ¬ 
ent senders or addressees. 

(2> Articles specially admitted. The 
following may be mailed as printed mat¬ 
ter if they otherwise conform to the pre¬ 
scribed conditions of form and makeup, 
even though they may be wholly or 
partly handwritten or typed: 

<i) Communications exchanged be¬ 
tween students in schools, provided they 
are sent through the intermediary of 
the heads of the schools. 

(li> Original and corrected exercises 
of students, without any notes not re¬ 
lating directly to the execution of the 
work. 

(ill) Manuscripts of literary works or 
of newspapers. 

(3> Items not admissible. The follow¬ 
ing are not admitted as printed matter: 

(I) Printed papers which hear any 
marks whatever capable of constituting 
a conventional language or those whose 
text has been modified after printing, 
except for the additions mentioned in 
subparagraph (4) of this paragraph. 

(U) Stamps or forms of prepayment, 
canceled or not. Including Internal Reve¬ 
nue strip stamps, and all printed papers 
representing a monetary value. 

Oil) Articles of statiorery in quanti¬ 
ties of more than one article per pack¬ 
age. This includes letterheads, billheads, 
unused cards, diaries, checkbooks, memo 
pads, and other similar items having 
some printing on them but on which 
additional entries are intended to be 
made. 

<iv) Framed photographs and certifi¬ 
cates. 

(v) Photographic negatives and slides. 
<vi> Films. 

(vli) Phonograph records and other 
types of sound recordings: also perfo¬ 
rated papers intended to be used on auto¬ 
matic musical instruments. 

(viil) Playing cards. 

(ix) Typewritten matter, or carbon 
copies thereof, except as authorized in 
subparagraphs (4) and (S) of this para¬ 
graph. 

(4) Permitted additions, The follow¬ 
ing additions may be made by hand or by 
any o>hcr process on condition that the 
additions ibust have a direct bearing on 
the printed matter on which they are 
placed and must not give the text the 
character of personal correspondence: 

(i) Name and address of sender and 
addressee, with or without showing the 
status, profession, and style. 

(11) Place and date of mailing of the 
item. 

(ill) Serial or registration number re¬ 
ferring solely to the item. 

Uv> Correction of printing errors. 

(v) Deletion, marking, or underlining 
of certain words or certain parts of the 
printed text. 

(vi> On notices concerning the depar¬ 
ture and arrival of ships and planes: 
The dates and time of such departures 
and arrivals, as well as the names of the 
ships, planes, and ports of departure, 
call, and arrival. 


(vli) On travelers* announcements: 
The name of the traveler, the date, time, 
and name of the place through which he 
contemplates passing as well as the place 
where he Is stopping. 

(viil) On order, subscription, or offer 
blanks for publications, books, news¬ 
papers. engravings, and pieces of music: 
The publications and number of copies 
ordered or offered, the prices of such 
publications, as well as notations repre¬ 
senting price factors, terms of payment, 
the edition, the names of the authors or 
publishers, the catalog number and the 
words "broch£ M (stitched or paper- 
bound ), "cartonn6” (boards) or relte 
(bound). 

(ix) On forms used in connection with 
loans from libraries: The titles of books, 
number of copies requested or sent, 
names of authors or publishers, catalog 
numbers, number of days permitted for 
reading, name of person desiring to con¬ 
sult the book, other brief indications re¬ 
lating to the books in question. 

(x) On illustrated cards (including 
those bcaiing the title "Post Card"), 
visiting cards, and other printed cards or 
folders: Good wishes, greetings, con¬ 
dolences. or other forms of courtesy ex¬ 
pressed in not more than five words or by 
means of not more than five conventional 
initials. 

(xi> On printing proofs: Such changes 
and additions as relate to the correction, 
form and printing, notes such as "Ready 
for printing. O K. for printing", or any 
similar note relating to the preparation 
of the work. In case of lack of space, the 
additions may be made on separate 
sheets. 

(xii> On current price lists, offers for 
advertisements, market and stock quo¬ 
tations, commercial circulars and pros¬ 
pectuses: Figures and any other annota¬ 
tions representing essential prio^ factors. 

(xlll) On literary or artistic produc¬ 
tions: A dedication consisting of a sim¬ 
ple expression of regard. 

(xiv) On passages cut from newspa¬ 
pers and periodicals: The name. date, 
number, and address of the publication 
from which the article is taken. 

(xv) An order or entry number relat¬ 
ing exclusively to the articles contained 
in the package. 

(xvl) On notices of change of address: 
The old and the new>address and the 
date of the change. 

(xvii) On photographs: Captions de¬ 
scribing them and identifying persons, 
places and time taken. May be added on 
the photographs or on slips attached. 

(5) Permitted enclosures. Articles sent 
as prints may have the following en¬ 
closures: 

(I) An open invoice covering the ar¬ 
ticle sent, reduced to its essential terms. 
There may be enclosed with books a 
printed circular relating to the accom¬ 
panying book or containing announce¬ 
ments of other books, and an order form. 

<il> A card, envelope, or wrapper bear¬ 
ing the printed address of the sender 
which may be prepaid for return by 
means of postage stamps of the country 
of destination of the article of printed 


matter. Do not Include a UB. domestic 
business reply card or envelope. 

(Ill) Cutout patterns marked to show 
that they arc an Integral part of a fash¬ 
ion magazine with which they are 
mailed. 


(e) Preparation and Mailing— \) 
Wrapping and closing. Articles mailed at 
printed matter rates must not be sealed 
The general prbvislons of 5 221.1(a) <4> 
apply, subject to the following excep¬ 
tional methods of preparation: 


<l) Prints of the shape and consistency 
of a card, which may be mailed unfolded 
or folded only once, may be mailed with¬ 
out wrapper, envelope, or fastener,

sacks (except to Ethiopia) under the fol¬ 
lowing conditions: 

(1) The minimum amount that may 
be mailed in a direct sack (by either 
surface or air) Ls 30 pounds: the maxi¬ 
mum is 66 pounds (sack and contents). 

(2) Each package enclosed in a direct 
sack must bear the name and address of 
the sender and addressee, and must not 
be sealed. It is recommended that send¬ 
ers endorse the words “Postage Paid" on 
each package enclosed in the sack. The 
packages need not conform to the 
weight limits and dimensions prescribed 
In paragraphs tb) and (c) of this section. 

<3> The local post office will furnish 
sacks as needed. If available, furnish 
airmail sacks to senders intending to 
mail the madc-up sacks by air. 

(4) An address tag or label showing 
the name and address of the mailer and 
of the addressee must be attached to the 
neck of the sack by means of heavy 
twine. This tag or label must be of sub¬ 
stantial quality and must have rein¬ 
forced eyelets to prevent it from being 
torn off Postage is calculated only on 
the weight of the contents of the mail 
sack, and is paid by means of postage 
stamps or meter stamps affixed to the 
address tag or label. 

(5) The post office will label the sack 
with the name of the country of destina¬ 
tion in large letters and the name of 
the UB. dispatching exchange office In 
small letters "for example GREAT 
BRITAIN—via New York" and send 
it to the exchange office for dispatch to 
destination. 

(6) If a mailer has several sacks for 
the same addressee, the address tag on 
each sack must be marked with an 
identifying fractional number, for ex¬ 
ample, Vs. %. and % if the shipment 
consists of three sacks. 

g 222.3 Mailer for ihc blind. 

(a) Rates —(1) Surface. Surface rates 
are the same as domestic mail rates for 
“Matter for the Blind". (See Part 138 of 
this chapter.) 

(2) Airmail. AO (other articles) air 
rates apply to Items admitted interna¬ 
tionally ns “Matter for the Blind", The 
rates arc shown in { 222.4(a)(2) and 
under the country items in Directory of 
International Mail. 

(b) Weight limit. Weight limit ls 15 
pounds 6 ounces. 

(c) Dimensions. Maximum and mini¬ 
mum dimensions are the same as for 
letters and letter-package^.. See 
I 222.1(c) of this chapter. 

(d) Description. The matter accept¬ 
able in domestic mall under the provi¬ 
sions of Port 138 of this chapter ls 
generally acceptable to other countries 
as “Matter for the Blind", provided it 
does not exceed the international size 
and weight limits. Sound recordings, 
plates, and special paper for embossing 
blind literature are accepted under the 
conditions stated in { 138.4 of this chap¬ 
ter. Other Items mentioned in that 
section, and matter for the blind ex¬ 
ceeding the prescribed International 
size and weight limits, must be mailed 
as parcel post or under some other 


Ko -Pt. H—a 
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International mail classification, with 
postage paid at the applicable rate. 

(e) Preparation and marking . Matter 
for the blind must be mailed in unsealed 
envelopes or wrappers. The words “Mat¬ 
ter for the Blind", or the markings 
prescribed in Part 138 of tills chapter, 
must be placed on the address side. The 
word “Free" must appear in the upper 
right comer of articles that are accept¬ 
able free of postage. 

§ 222.6 Samples of nirrehandin'. 

(a) Rates— (1) Surface. Surface rates 
for samples of merchandise to Canada 
and Mexico are 4 cents for the first 2 
ounces and 2 cents for each additional 
ounce or fraction, with a minimum 
charge of 10 cents. To all other countries 
the rates are 8 cents for the first 2 ounces 
and 4 cents for each additional 2 ounces 
or fraction, with a minimum charge of 
13 cents. 

(2) Airmail. AO (other articles) air 
rates apply. The rates arc shown in 
4 222.4(a) (2) and under the country 
items in the appendix to this subchapter. 

(b) Weight limits. Weight limits are 
16 ounces to Canada and Mexico, and 
18 ounces to all other countries. 

# <c) Dimensions. Maximum and mini¬ 
mum dimensions are the same as for let¬ 
ters and letter packages. See 4 222.1(c) 
of this chapter. 

(d) Description . (1) A “Sample of 
Merchandise" is defined as a specimen 
or fragment which is sent free of charge 
to advertise an article or product and to 
enable it to be assessed by prospective 
buyers. It must not be Intended for ex¬ 
change with a third person for payment, 
and its character must be confirmed by 
the words "Free specimen" or "Free 
sample" (or its equivalent In a language 
understood In the country of destina¬ 
tion) indelibly marked on the article it¬ 
self, If practicable, otherwise on its 
container. 

<2> Tubes of serum and vaccine and 
medicaments which are urgently needed 
and difficult to obtain are accepted at 
the samples rate. These articles may not 
be sent for commercial purposes unless 
they are sent in the general interest by 
officially recognized laboratories or insti¬ 
tutions 

<e) Permitted notations. Senders may 
show the follow'ing on the outside wrap¬ 
per. on the sample itself, or on a sheet 
enclosed with the sample: Particulars 
concerning sender and addressee, the 
manufacturer's mark or trademark, a 
reference to correspondence exchanged 
between sender and addressee, a brief 
statement referring to the manufacturer 
and to the person supplying the goods 
or concerning the person for whom the 
sample Is Intended, the serial or order 
number, price, size, quantity available as 
well as the weight, volume, and such 
other particulars as are necessary to de¬ 
termine the source and the character of 
the goods. « 

(f) Prohibited contents. Articles of 
salable value arc prohibited unless de¬ 
faced in such a way that they can no 
longer be offered for sale; also pairs of 
articles, such as gloves, shoes, socks, etc., 
or goods sent as gifts or in execution 


of an order, no matter how small the 
quantity. Canceled or uncancelcd post¬ 
age stamps or any paper representing 
a value may not be mailed as samples 
of merchandise. 

(g) Packing and marking —(1) Pacfc- 
ing and preparation. See I 221.1 (a) and 
(b) of tills chapter. Packages must not 
be sealed. 

(2) Marking. In addition to marking 
the sample as prescribed in 4 222.6(d) 
(1) of this chapter, the sender must 
mark the address side of the package 
"Sample of Merchandise." 


§ 222.7 Small packet*. 


(a) Rates —(1) Surface. Surface rate 
for all countries accepting small packets 
is 6 cents for each 2 ounces or fraction.

(d> Description. Small packets offer 
a convenient and economical means tor 
sending small quantities of merchandise 
to those countries that admit this class 
of postal union mall. 

<e> Preparation and marking. (1) 

Small packets may not be sealed. They 
are subject to the provisions of 4 221.1 
of this chapter as to preparation and 
packing. 

<2> The sender must mark the ad¬ 
dress side of the packet "Small Packet" 
or Its equivalent In a language knowm 
in the country of destination—“petit 
paquet" (French), "pequefto paquete" 
(Spanish), "p&ckchen" (German). 

(f) Documentation . Small packets, 
whether or not they arc subject to cus¬ 
toms inspection, must bear the green 
(customs) label. Form 2076. See § 221.4 
(a) of this chapter. 

(g> Enclosures —(1) Permitted e n - 
closures. A simple invoice and a slip 
showing the names and addresses of the 
sender and addressee of the packet may 
be enclosed. 

(2> Prohibited enclosures. Small 
packets may not contain written or 
sound recorded communications having 
the character of personal correspond¬ 
ence : coins, bank notes, paper money, 
canceled or uncanceled postage stamps, 
or values payable to the bearer: manu¬ 
factured or unmanufactured platinum, 
gold, or silver; precious stones. Jewelry, 
or other precious articles. The terra 
Jewelry is defined in 4 221.3(a)(6) of 
this chapter.

<a) Insufficient address. Post offices 
will not return articles to senders if they 
are not addressed as prescribed in 
1221.1(c) of this chapter, provided the 
country of destination is legibly written, 
but will dispatch them to the exchange 
office for decision as to the sufficiency of 
the address. New postage must be paid on 
articles remailed with corrected addres¬ 
ses after being returned from other 
countries. 

(b) Oversized post cards. Post offices 
will return oversized post cards (those 
exceeding 6 x 4( 4 indies) to senders, if 
known, unless they qualify as prints or 
are paid at letter rates. If sender is not 
known, dispatch oversized cards to the 
exchange office for handling as letter 
mall. 

(c> Undersized articles. Post offices 
will return to the senders, if known, any 
articles that are less than the prescribed 
minimum size (4% x 3 Inches) and are 
not prepared as provided under f 222.- 
1(c)(2) of this chapter. If the sender 1s 
not known, dispatch the articles to the 
dead letter office. 

<d> Meter stmnps. The Universal 
Postal Convention prescribes that meter 
stamps are to be bright red In color. (See 
1221.2(b)(1) of this chapter.) Although 
the use of red color for meter stamps on 
international mail should be encouraged, 
art'cles bearing those of other colors are 
to be allowed to go forward. 

§ 223.1 Forwarding. 

(a) International. Articles will gen¬ 
erally be forwarded to a new address of 
the addressee, even In a third country, or 
back to the United States. The sender 
may forbid forwarding by a notation on 
the envelope or wrapper in a language 
understood in the country to which ad¬ 
dressed. See I 224.3 of this chapter con¬ 
cerning forwarding mall of foreign 
origin. 

(b> Domestic —(1) Addressee moved 
to another country. Treat as undeliver¬ 
able and dispose of as provided in Part 
158. except that post or postal cards and 
ordinary letters that do not appear to 
contain merchandise and do not bear a 
notice forbidding forwarding may be re¬ 
directed to the original addressee in an¬ 
other country. Letters and cards are for¬ 
warded by surface if surface mall is in¬ 
volved and by air if airmail Is involved, 
without prepayment of additional post¬ 
age. If the difference between the do¬ 
mestic and International postage is not 
added at the time of forwarding it will 
be collected when the letter or card is 
delivered. 

(2) Bearing foreign return address. 
Any domestic letters (except those that 
appear to contain merchandise) or do¬ 
mestic post or postal cards bearing the 
sender's request for return are returned 
to the foreign return address. Return is 
by surface mail only, and without pre¬ 
payment of additional postage. Indica¬ 
tion of a foreign return address on reg¬ 
istered or certified letter mail will be 
deemed to constitute a request on the 
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part of the sender that the letter is to 
be forwarded to the foreign return ad¬ 
dress if it is not deliverable at the U S. 
address. It further indicates that the 
sender thereby agrees, in case of loss of 
a registered letter after dispatch from 
the United States, to adjustment of in¬ 
demnity in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of § 272.2, irrespective of the 
amount of registry fee paid. Articles or 
packages containing merchandise are 
held by the post office of address and a 
report sent to the Department os pro¬ 
vided in i 231.7(b) of this chapter. Treat 
other undeliverable domestic articles 
with foreign return addresses as dead 
mall. (See 5 158.7(b) (1) of this chapter.) 

(c) S/iip passenger and crew mail. 
(1) As an alternative to the provisions of 
If 223.4(b) and 224.3(b), of this chapter, 
ordinary (unregistered) articles of cor¬ 
respondence (except those which appear 
to contain merchandise) addressed to 
crew members or passengers on board a 
ship may be forwarded In the interna¬ 
tional mail, by surface or air, in one en¬ 
velope addressed to a ship or travel 
agency under the following conditions: 

(1) The envelope in which the articles 
are to be forwarded shall be approxi¬ 
mately 9 indies by 6 Inches in size and 
shall be supplied by the sender. Do not 
put postage on this envelope but place 
the following endorsement in the upper 
right comer of the envelope: 

This envelope contain* prepaid letter* 
forwarded in bulk by authority of AxaUtAnt 
Poatmoater General, Bureau of Transporta¬ 
tion and International Sendees. Any required 
additional International postage ha* been 
affixed to the article* enclosed. 

(ii> The envelope must be presented 
unsealed at the mailing office for check 
of the contents. Any additional postage 
required must be paid on each of the 
articles enclosed, as follows: 

(a) Articles of UJI. origin. Pay on each 
article the difference between the post¬ 
age already paid and the appropriate 
International rate (surface or air) to the 
new country of destination. 

(b> Articles originating in other coun- 
trics. If envelope is to be forwarded by 
air. place full air postage from the United 
States to the new country of destination 
on each article enclosed. No additional 
postage is required if the envelope Is to 
be forwarded by surface means. 

(ill) If the envelope is intended to be 
transmitted by air, place label 19 bearing 
the words "Par Avion," in the upper left 
comer of the envelope Immediately be¬ 
low th£ return address of the sender. 

(lv> The total weight of the forward¬ 
ing envelope and its contents is limited 
to 18 ounces. 

(2) The accepting employee must 
check the envelope to sec that any neces¬ 
sary additional postage has been paid 
on each article, cancel any additional 
postage placed on the articles, and seal 
the envelope. The accepting employee 
will apply the office date stamp and his 
initials immediately below the sender's 
endorsement prescribed In { 223.4(c) 
( 1 )«). 

g 223.3 Return. 

(a) Articles will generally be returned 
to the sender if delivery cannot be made.

Authority : The provisions of this Part 224 
issued under 5 U.8.C. 301, 30 U.S.C. 601, 606. 

§221.1 Charge*. 

(a) Customs clearance and delivery 
fees. (1) Post offices will collect a fee of 
13 cents from the addressee of every 
postal union article, other than a “small 
packet/* on which customs duty or in¬ 
ternal revenue tax is collected. On every 
“small packet** on which duty or revenue 
tax is collected, the fee Is 33 cents for 
each packet. The fees apply also when 
post office service is rendered for formal 
entry articles on which importers pay the 
customs charges directly to the Customs 
Service. The fees are retained by the 
Postal Service, and are accounted for by 
affixing postage due stamps to the arti¬ 
cles or packets and canceling. See 5 232. 
1(a) of this chapter concerning fees on 
incoming dutiable parcel post, and 
§ 201.5(e) of this chapter concerning re¬ 
cording and reporting duty collections. 

(2) Those tees are authorized by inter¬ 
national postal convention as reimburse¬ 
ment to the Postal Service for the work it 
performs in clearing mall articles 
through customs and for delivery to the 
addressees. 

(3) The appropriate fee is collected on 
each article on which duty or tax is paid 
by the addressee, even If several articles 
arc covered by a single mall entry form. 

(4) These fees are not refundable by 
the Postal Service even though the Cus¬ 
toms Service may later refund the duty 
paid by the addressee. 

(5) Post offices will not collect the fees 
In the following cases: 

(i) On dutiable matter from the Canal 
Zone or from overseas U S. military post 
offices. 

(il) On packages assessed with duty 
which are delivered without collection of 


duty under 5 261.5(d) (4) of this chapter. 
If postage due stamps were pasted on the 
packago and canceled at the time the 
package was assigned for delivery, the 
delivery employee shall mark the stamps 
“Voided** and allow them to remain on 
tiie package. See 5 261.5(d)(4) of this 
chapter concerning crediting employee 
with the value of the unreturned postage 
due stamps. 

<b> Shortpaid mail. Post offices will 
collect from the addressees of shortpald 
letters and post cards the amount indi¬ 
cated in U.S. currency by the receiving 
exchange office. The Canadian service 
applies the ratings on articles from that 
country. The amount 1s accounted for by 
affixing and canceling postage due 
stamps, and is retained by the postal 
service. If an article bears UB. postage 
the delivering office shall allow credit for 
Its value when postage due is collected. 
Inquiries may be directed to the Interna¬ 
tional Service Division. Bureau of Trans¬ 
portation and International Services, 
Post Office Department, Washington, 
D.C. 20260. 

<c> Invalid foreign postage. Foreign 
mail bearing invalid postage is accom¬ 
panied by international Form C 10 issued 
in the country of origin and is rated as 
unpaid. The addressee is asked to pay 
the postage due. to disclose the name and 
address of the sender, and to surrender 
the envelope. The post office will send the 
envelope after delivery, or the entire ar¬ 
ticle if the addressee refuses it, with the 
Form C 10 to the International Service 
Division, Bureau of Transportation and 
International Services. Post Office De¬ 
partment, Washington, D.C. 20260, with 
the name and address of the sender if 
disclosed by the addressee. 

<d) Storage. The post office will col¬ 
lect storage charges for each day until 
delivery is made on (1) any printed mat¬ 
ter package or small packet exceeding 1 
pound In weight, and (2) any duitable 
letter package regardless of weight. The 
charges and other conditions prescribed 
in 5 232.1(0 of this chapter for incoming 
parcel post packages apply to the postal 
union articles mentioned. 

<e) AO mail containing letters. When 
a personal communication is found in an 
AO article, the office discovering it will 
mark the cover and rate the article for 
collection of postage due in the same 
manner as prescribed in 5 232.1(d) of 
this chapter for letters found In parcels. 

(f) Returned mail . Post offices will col¬ 
lect charges on returned mail as follows: 

(1) Return postage equal to the 
amount of postage originally paid on 
returned “surface** merchandise pack¬ 
ages weighing 8 ounces or less mailed to 
Canada at 10 cents for 5 ounces or less.

(5) Any other charge indicated by the 
exchange office. 

§ 221.2 Foreign marking* iti*tea<I of

Some articles of foreign origin do not 
bear postage stamps but are marked 
“Postage Paid, Taxc pcrcue. Port pave, 
TP or PP.’* with postmark. The marking 
“On Her Majesty's Service or O.H M S.** 
is also sometimes used. This moil is 
treated as prepaid. 

§221.3 Forwarding. 

(a) Within the United States. il> Ar¬ 
ticles received by surface may be for¬ 
warded by surface and articles received 
by air may be forwarded by air, without 
an additional postage charge or fee. un¬ 
less the envelope or w r rapper bears a no¬ 
tation forbidding its being forward^. 

(2> Second-class publications from 
Canada are treated in accordance with 
t 158.2(b) (1) through (3) of this chap¬ 
ter. A periodical publication from 
any other country whose delivery re¬ 
quires that it be forwarded to another 
local address or to another post 
office shall be forwarded and the ad¬ 
dressee shall be requested to notify 
the publisher of his new address. 
If the publication is still beinv* re¬ 
ceived 3 months after change of ad¬ 
dress occurs, the. post office of original 
address shall dispose of it, and any sub¬ 
sequent copies received, as waste, except 
that publications bearing request of 
sender for return sliall be endorsed 
“Moved, not forwardable** and returned 
to origin. 

(b) To another country. (1) Articles 
can be forwarded on condition that the 
country of destination accepts mal! of 
the classification involved. Articles re¬ 
ceived by either surface or air. which do 
not bear instructions forbidding their 
being forwarded, are forwarded by 
surface*' without an additional postage 
charge or fee. UB. postage at the airmail 
rate to the country concerned must be 
paid on any article that is forwarded by 
air. Cross out the Par Avion label or en¬ 
dorsement on an airmail article that is 
forwarded by surface. Sec |5 223 4«b), 
223.4(c), and 231.7(b) of this chapter 
concerning forwarding of domestic mail. 

(2) The provisions of |224.3 <rH 2> 
apply in the case of periodical publica¬ 
tions addressed to persons who have nlra 
change of address to another country. 

(c) Backstamping. A legible postmark 
is applied to the back of letters and to the 
front of postcards when received mlssen. 
and to all forwarder articles. 

<d) Postage-due matter. If an article 
being forwarded to another post office in 
the United States or to another counuy 
bears postage-due stamps, the 
prescribed in 335.35 and 335.36 of the 
Postal Manual is followed. 

§ 221.4 UmWivmblf article*. 

(a) Retention period. Post offices wffi 
hold articles at disposal of addressees lor 
30 days, except in the following 

(1) Articles bearing senders* request 
for return within a specified time not ex¬ 
ceeding 2 months. 
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i2> Article# bearing no time limit for 
their return, when there Is good reason 
to believe they can be delivered to the 
addressee If held for a period not exceed¬ 
ing 2 months. These articles shall be 
marked “Specially held for delivery." 
Hold articles subject to storage charges 
(sec \ 224.1(d) ) beyond the Initial 30-day 
retention period only if the addressee, or 
someone acting in his behalf, pays tho 
storage charges due at the end of the 
first 30 -day period. Thereafter, collect 
accumulated storage charges every 10 
day*. 

<3 Articles positively known to be un- 
delivcrablc. These shall be treated as un- 
deliverable Immediately unless they bear 
the sender's request specified in para¬ 
graph a.

Post 
Office Department. Washington. DC. 
20260, with a statement as to the number 
of pieces to be mailed, when and where 
the mailing will take place, and a check 
to cover the amount of the applicable 
UB. postage. Checks will be made pay¬ 
able to the Post Office Department. Noti¬ 
fication of postage acceptance and ap¬ 
proval of mailing will be given by the 
Department to the sender and to the ap¬ 
propriate U.S. receiving exchange offices 
which will permit the articles in the 
mailing to go forward to the addressees 
without delay when they reach the 
United States. 

§ 223.3 Mailing «*itlt U.S. poMngr no! 
paid. 

A mailing subject to 5 225.1 received 
without payment of U S. domestic past- 
age having been made in advance will 
be held at the exchange office of receipt, 
and tive UB. sender will be requested to 
pay the postage. After payment of the 
required amount, the mailing will be al¬ 
lowed to go forward; if not paid, it will 
be returned to the country of origin. 

§ 223.1 Report of incoming mailing*. 

Only UB. receiving exchange offices 
will report to the Department mailings 
from other countries that appear to have 
been made by or on behalf of senders In 
the United States.

§ 231.1 Availability of serv ice. 

Parcel post service Is available to most 
countries, and the general conditions 
shown in this part apply. The individual 
country Items in the Directory of Inter¬ 
national Mail show whether or not parcel 
post s?rvice Is available to a particular 
country, as well as the. special services 
and conditions applying to that country. 

8 231.2 Prohibition* and restriction*. 

(a) General list of prohibited articles. 
The following are prohibited by parcel 
post to all countries: 


(1) Articles excluded from the domes¬ 
tic mall of tho United States. (Sec part 
124 of this chapter.) Although safety 
matches are admitted in the domestic 
mail, they are prohibited in the interna¬ 
tional mail. 

(2) Written communications of the 
nature of personal correspondence, or 
recorded correspondence. (See $ 231.3 
(d>.) 

<3> Enclosures bearing an address 
different from that appearing on the 
parcel Itself. 

(4) Pistols, revolvers, and other fire¬ 
arms capable of being concealed on the 
person, with certain exceptions. <See 
55 125.5 and 253.1 of this chapter.) 

(5> Live or dead creatures, except live 
bees, leeches, and silkworms and dead 
Insects or reptiles when thoroughly dried. 

(6) Fruits, vegetables, fresh meats, 
and other articles which easily decom¬ 
pose or which cannot reasonably be ex¬ 
pected to reach destination without spoil¬ 
ing; substances which give off a bad odor. 

(7) Gold coin, gold bullion, or gold 
dust exceeding $100 in value. (See S 254.4 
of this chapter.) 

(8) Articles that may in any way 
damage or destroy the mail or injure the 
persons handling them. This includes 
liquids that may cause injury by contact 
with the skin or give off Irritating vapors; 
also explosives and flammable liquids 
having a flash point by the Tagliabue 
open tester of 80” F. or lower, and flam¬ 
mable solids which are likely, under con¬ 
ditions incident to transportation, to 
cause fires through friction, through ab¬ 
sorption of moisture, or through spon¬ 
taneous chemical changes. 

(9) Articles containing gas or liquid 
under pressure, except that pjoducts in¬ 
corporating compressed gas are accept¬ 
able if the mist produced is nonflam¬ 
mable, the quantity of contents not more 
than a pint, and not more than one con¬ 
tainer per package These restrictions as 
to quantity do not apply to aerosol con¬ 
tainers holding mailable liquid and gas 
under pressure less than 40 pounds per 
square Inch absolute (25 pounds gauge 
pressure) at 70’ F. Liquids with flash 
point below 150* F^ are restricted as 
stated in 5 231.2(b)(1). 

(10) Oxidizing materials such as 
chlorates, permanganates, peroxides, or 
nitrates, which yield oxygen readily to 
stimulate the combustion of organic 
matter. 

Not«: For general PoaUl Union maU pro¬ 
hibitions, sea 221.3. 

(b> Restricted articles—(l) Combusti¬ 
ble liquids . Combustible liquids having a 
flash point of 150* P. or lower but above 
80° F. (Tag. open tester) may be sent 
to foreign countries generally in quanti¬ 
ties not exceeding 1 quart in any one 
parcel, except that paints, varnishes, 
turpentine, and similar substances may 
be sent in quantities of less than 1 gallon 
in any one parcel. The container must 
be completely surrounded with sawdust, 
bran, or other absorbent material suffi¬ 
cient to take up all the liquid content. 
Each parcel containing a combustible 
liquid must be marked by the sender to 
Indicate that the flash point Is above 
80* F. 
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(2) Gold and gold certificates . (Sec 
I 254.1 of tills chapter.) 

<3> Jewelry. Some countries prohibit 
the importation of Jewelry or other pre¬ 
cious articles by parcel post, and others 
admit them only in registered or insured 
parcels. (See country items in the appen¬ 
dix to this subchapter.) The term “Jew¬ 
elry 0 in this part denotes articles of 
more than nominal value. Low priced 
Jewelry, such as tie clasps, costume jew¬ 
elry, and other Items containing little 
or no precious metal, is not considered 
to be Jewelry within the meaning of this 
section and is accepted under the same 
conditions as other mailable merchan¬ 
dise to any country. However, its accept¬ 
ance to countries to which Jewelry is 
prohibited is at the risk of the sender. 

(4) Tobacco seed and plants. (See 
g 255.2 of this chapter.) 

(5) Plant material generally . Plants, 
seeds, and plant material are subject to 
the quarantine regulations of the coun¬ 
try of destination. Patrons can obtain 
information from the Plant Quarantine 
Branch. Department of Agriculture. 
Washington, D.C. 20250. or from one of 
their offices located at principal port* 
of entry. 

(6) Radioactive materials. Radioac¬ 
tive materials arc restricted. (Sec gg 221.- 
31(b)(6) and 125.2(e) of this chapter.) 

(c) Individual country prohibitions 
and restrictions—(1) Information avail¬ 
able. Information as to articles pro¬ 
hibited or restricted to individual coun¬ 
tries is published under the country 
headings in the Directory of Interna¬ 
tional Mall. These prohibitions and re¬ 
strictions are based on information fur¬ 
nished by the countries concerned. Pa¬ 
trons may inquire at the post office for 
information about them, or purchase the 
Directory <POD Publication 42) as 
shown in g 114.2(b) of this chapter. 

(2) Mailing of prohibited or restricted 
articles. Packages known to contain ar¬ 
ticles prohibited to a country are not 
accepted for mailing. If a package con¬ 
tains articles whose importation into a 
country is restricted, the sender's atten¬ 
tion U to be called to the restrictions 
and the articles accepted with the un¬ 
derstanding that the addressee will be 
responsible for complying with the im¬ 
port formalities of tho country con¬ 
cerned. 

(3) Mailing liable to return or seizure. 
In addition to the published prohibi¬ 
tions and restrictions mentioned in 
g 231,2(011). any country may return 
or confiscate articles which are prohib¬ 
ited from circulation within that coun¬ 
try, whether or not notice of such pro¬ 
hibition or restriction has been pub¬ 
lished. 

<d> Foreign customs Information. The 
assessment of customs duty in other 
countries is outside the control of the 
postal service. Postal employees must 
not attempt to inform patrons whether 
any articles, either gifts or commercial 
shipments, will be subject to customs 
duty. It may be suggested to patrons 
that they inform the addressees in ad¬ 
vance of the items they intend to mail 
so the latter may inquire of their local 
customs authorities whether or not there 
will be a duty charge. 


§231.3 Preparation, parking, ami mail¬ 
ing. 

(a) Dimensions and weight limits — 
(1) General dimensions. Greatest 
length, 3*4 feet; greatest length and 
girth combined. 6 feet. “Length and girth 
combined 0 means the measurement of 
once the length, plus twice the width, 
plus twice the depth. See g 135.3(b) of 
this chapter for illustration of method 
of measuring parcels. 

(2) Exceptional dimensions. To some 
countries.. dimensions other than the 
general dimensions indicated arc appli¬ 
cable. A parcel njust not exceed the max¬ 
imum dimensions allowed to the country 
to which It is addressed. Sec Directory 
of International Mail for individual 
country limits. 

(3) Dimensions of special articles. 
The usual method of measuring parcels. 


as described in g 135.3(b) of this chapter 
is not adaptable in the case of tires o! ail 
kinds, coils of rope, hose. wire. etc., form¬ 
ing a parcel circular in shape. To deter¬ 
mine whether a tire or other object cir¬ 
cular in shape (regardless of whether 
there is an open space in the center) 
can be accommodated inside the mail 
sacks used for parcel post to overseas 
foreign countries, die object as prepared 
for mailing shall be measured around 
its entire girth, in the direction of the 
diameter, as shown In the illustration. 
This measurement must not exceed 64 
inches in order for the tire or other par¬ 
cel circular in shape to be acceptable for 
mailing to overseas foreign counties. 
Measurement shall be taken as shown 
in the following illustration:

(ID A parcel may contain an open in¬ 
voice confined to the particulars which 
constitute an Invoice. 

(Ill) A file or collection of out-of-date 
correspondence, which has served Its 
original purpose, is acceptable as parcel 
post. 

<e> Addressing and malting —(1) Ad¬ 
dressing. The name and address of the 
sender and of the addressee must be 
legibly and correctly written in every 
case when possible on the parcel itself 
or on a label gummed thereto, and must 
also be written on a separate slip en¬ 
closed In the parcel. Parcels will not be 
accepted when addressed to a M care M 
In one country and the addressee (or 
person for whom intended) in another 
country or when addressed to or sent 
by initials, unless the Initials are the 
adopted trade name of the senders or 
addressees. Addresses in ordinary pencil 
are not allowed, but copying Ink or In¬ 
delible pencil on a surface previously 
dampened may be used. Sufficient space 
must be left for the addition of necessary 
service notations and for stamps or 
labels. 

(2) Mailing . Parcels may not be 
mailed in letterboxes. Patrons must pre¬ 
sent them at parcel post window’s of post 
offices, where the necessary postal forms 
(see 9 231.4) will be furnished without 
charge. 

(t) Rates, computation , and postage 
payment —<l) Surface parcels . Surface 
parcel post rates are based on an Initial 
weight unit of 2 pounds and succeeding 
units of 1 pound. The rates to Canada. 
Mexico, Central America. Caribbean 
Islands. Bahamas. Bermuda, and St. 
Pierre and Miquelon are $1 for the first 
2 pounds and 30 cents for each addi¬ 
tional pound or fraction. To all other 
countries the rates are $1.10 for thefirst 
2 pounds and 35 cents for each additional 
pound or fraction. In computing the 
postage, a fraction of a pound Is charged 
as a full pound. Applicable rates are 
shown under the Parcel Post headings 
of the various country items in the Di¬ 
rectory of International Mail. For con¬ 
venience in computing postage, ready- 
reference rate tables are printed in the 
front of the Directory as Chart 4. 

Note: To Canada p&ckngt* are required to 
weigh over 8 ounce* In order to be nwlUblo 
as '’parcel post,” See Canada country Item 
In the appendix to this aubchapter. 

(2) Air parcels. Air parcel post rates 
are based on weight units of 4 ounces, a 
fraction of 4 ounces being charged as a 
full 4 ounces. The rates vary according 
to the country of address, and are shown 
in the appendix to this subchaptor under 
the Parcel Post heading of each country 
to which the service is available. 

(3) Postage not charged on postal 
forms. The weight of the customs decla¬ 
ration and other postal forms will not 
be included with that of the parcel in 
computing the amount of surface or air 
postage required. 

(4) Placement of stamps . Place 
stamps in payment of postage and fees 
in the upper right comer of the address 
side of the parcel. If the wrapping Is of 


cloth or other material to which stamps 
will not adhere, place them on the 
customs declaration tag In the space 
below the name and address of the 
addressee. 

§ 231.1 Documentation. 

(a) Customs Declaration , Form 2966— 
(1) Preparation by accepting clerk. The 
accepting clerk will give the sender the 
number of forms required for the coun¬ 
try concerned, and will see that he fills 
them out in accordance with subpara¬ 
graph (2) of this paragraph and any 
special instructions under the country 
item in the Directory of International 
Mall. Request senders to fill out declara¬ 
tions In Ink or by typewriter, if packages 
are presented with declarations com¬ 
pleted In ordinary pencil do not reject 
them for that reason. Enter weight of 
the parcel and insurance number if In¬ 
sured. Postmark form In the space pro¬ 
vided and return it to the sender to be 
attached to the parcel as described In 
subparagraph (3) of this paragraph. 

(2) Preparation by sender. Complete 
declarations in ink or by typewriter. The 
Postal Service assumes no responsibility 
tor accuracy of the Indications shown by 
the sender. Show on each declaration the 
following: 

<i) Name and address of sender and 
addressee. 

(U) Disposal to be made of parcel if 
it proves to be undeliverable as ad¬ 
dressed. If an alternate addressee is 
given, it is recommended that the sender 
also indicate whether he wishes to have 
the parcel returned or treated as aban¬ 
doned if it proves to be undeliverablc to 
both the original and alternate ad¬ 
dressees. This is done by checking the 
ultimate disposal in addition to the one 
showing the alternate addressee. (See il¬ 
lustration In 1231.4(c)(4).) Senders 
should give instructions for abandon¬ 
ment of any parcels on which they are 
not willing to pay the return charges 
mentioned in § 232.5(a). 

(ill) A complete and accurate descrip¬ 
tion of the contents In the English 
language. An interlineation in another 
language is permitted, and in some cases 
Is required (see the appendix to this 
subchapter). For parcels containing more 
than one article, or articles of different 
kinds, state the exact quantity and value 
of each kind or article. A sender Is per¬ 
mitted to declare that the contents .of 
a parcel have “no value.** Also, it Is not 
sufficient to use simply such words as 
coat, or stockings , instead the materials 
of which the articles are composed must 
be shown, as “fur coat, silk stockings.** 
General terms such os "worn clothing, 
groceries, presents, merchandise, sam¬ 
ples,** and the like, will not suffice, al¬ 
though In the case of quantity shipments 
of items such as mechanical or electrical 
parts, and the like, general descriptions 
will be accepted. If the customs declara¬ 
tion does not furnish enough space on 
which to give a complete list of the con¬ 
tents, an additional declaration form 
may be used, or the list may be placed 
on the wrapper, making reference to the 
fact on the declaration itself. 

(iv) If the parcel is to be insured, 
show In the space provided the amount 
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<c> Parcel post sticker . Form 2922 — (1) 
Preparation by accepting clerk. Give the 
tender a yellow "International parcel- 
post* sticker and see that he fills it out In 
accordance with $ 231.6(c)(2). Enter In 
the spaoct provided the weight of the 
parcel and the postage paid (not Includ¬ 
ing insurance or other fees), and initial 
the form. For parcels mailed by Govern¬ 
ment agencies pursuant to $ 221.2(d) 
{2) ip. enter the words "Official Paid" or 
the abbreviation "Off. Pd." in lieu of the 
amount of postage. See that the form is 
securely attached. (See § 231.4(c) (3).) 

(2> Preparation by sender . Prepare a 
parcel post sticker for each parcel. Indi¬ 
cate alternative disposition and place 
name at bottom of the form. Do not use 
Form 2922 on parcels for US. possessions. 

<3> Manner of affixing. Form 2922 
should be pasted to the wrapper of the 
parcel, preferably on the address side, 
but if the shape or size of the parcel 
make* this impracticable, the sticker 
may be affixed to a tag which shall In 
turn be securely attached to the parcel. 

<4> Facsimile. The following facsimile 
Illustrates the information which the 
sender and the accepting clerk will add 
to complete the form:

§232.1 Charges. 

(a) Customs clearance and delivery 
fee. Post offices will collect a fee of 33 
cents from the addressee of every parcel 
post package on which customs duty or 
Internal revenue tax is collected. The fee 
applies also when post office service is 
rendered for formal entry parcels on 
which importers pay the customs charges 
directly to the Customs Service. The 
fee Is retained by the Postal Service, and 
is accounted for by affixing postage-due 
stamps to the parcel or to a postage-due 
bill and canceling. The fee is authorized 
by international parcel post agreements 
as reimbursement to the Postal Service 
for the work it performs In clearing par¬ 
cels through customs and for delivery to 
the addressee. The provisions of f 224.1 
(a> (3), (4). and (5) of this chapter also 
apply. See $ 261.5(e) of this chapter con¬ 
cerning recording and reporting duty 
collections. 

(b) On returned parcels. Collect the 
charges referred to In f 232.5(a). 

(c) Storage —(1) When to charge . 
Storage charges begin on the 6th work¬ 
ing day after first delivery attempt has 
bee4i made or first notice of available 
delivery has been issued to the addressee. 
The days on which the office is closed for 
business are not counted in determining 
the 5-day free storage period. However, 
after expiration of the free storage pe¬ 
riod. charges will be collected for each 
day thereafter that a package is on hand. 
This includes Saturdays. Sundays, na¬ 
tional holidays, and the day on which 
delivery is effected. Storage charges are 
applied on packages requiring formal 
customs entry that are held In post office 
custody or on post office premises await¬ 
ing customs clearance. For formal entry 
packages, the charges begin on the 6th 
working day after the date on which 
notice to file formal entry is mailed to 
the consignee (addressee). or on the 6th 
working day after receipt of the parcel 
at the office where it is to receive formal 
customs treatment If the customs notice 
lias been issued at another customs 
port. Cooperation of custom officers 
should be solicited to enable post offices 
to collect any storage charges that may 
accrue on formal entry packages. 

(2) Marking packages. When a pack¬ 
age is returned to the post office after the

The office en¬ 
dorsing the parcel shall indicate the 
amount to be collected and the deliver¬ 
ing office shall collect the amount from 
the addressee by means of postage-due 
stamps. No systematic search for such 
letters shall be made.

Some foreign post offices do not put 
postage stamps on parcels. All such par¬ 
cels received must be regarded as prepaid. 

§ 232.3 Delivery* 

(a) Parcels addressed through bank 
or other organization. If a parcel Is ad¬ 
dressed to a bank or other organization 
for delivery to a second addressee, the 
post office will notify both addressees of 
the arrival of the parcel and will then 
deliver it to the flmaddressec, or hold it 
if the first addressee so desires. If the 
parcel Is held, the post office will deliver 
it to the second addressee only with 
written permission from the first ad¬ 
dressee. unless the sender has arranged 
for change of address as provided in 
$ 247.6(b) of this chapter. After delivery, 
the post office will keep the written 
authorization l year, for reference in 
case of inquiry. File the authorizations 
for insured and registered parcels with 
the addressees' receipts, and for ordinary 
(uninsured and unregistered) parcels In 
any appropriate place. If delivery to the 
second addressee Involves forwarding 
the parcel to another post office, the 
parcel will be subject to forwarding 
postage as provided in $ 232.4(a). 

(b) Foreign dispatch notes. If parcels 
are received at delivery offices with dis¬ 
patch notes (bulletin d'expMitlon) at¬ 
tached, they arc delivered with the 
parcels. These forms have a space pro¬ 
vided for the addressee’s acknowledg¬ 
ment of receipt, but do not require 
signature. They must not be confused 
with foreign return receipts which arc 
designated “Avis de reception 1 ’ and are 
completed as prescribed in I 242.5(e) (1) 
of this chapter. If a parcel Is returned as 
undclivcrable. the post office will mark 
the dispatch note as well as thfc wrapper 
to show the reason for nondelivery and 
leave the dispatch note attached to the 
parcel. Dispatch notes that cannot be 
associated with the relative parcels may 
be disposed of as waste after 60 days.

§ 241.5 Aerogramme*. 

(a) Availability atid use. Aerogrammes 
(air letter sheets), which can be folded 
Into the form of an envelope and scaled, 
may be sent by air to all countries. These 
sheets bearing imprinted postage, are 
sold at all post offices at 13 cents each. 
All parts of the sheets may be used for 
the sender's message, except the address 
side. No enclosures are permitted. The 
use of tape or stickers to seal aero¬ 
grammes is prohibited. Aerogramme^ 
may be sent under registration on pay¬ 
ment of the required registry fee in addi¬ 
tion to the postage. 

<b) Private manufacture. Aero¬ 
grammes without Imprinted postage may 
be manufactured, subject to prior ap¬ 
proval by the Department, by private 
individuals or firms, for their own use or 
for sale to the public. These sheets must 
average not less than 150 to the pound 
(approximately 9 per ounce) and be 
similar in size, color, and border mark¬ 
ings to the regular form issued by the 
Post Office Deportment They must bear 
the same printed endorsements on the 
address and reverse sides as the regular 
form. In addition, the words "Authorized 
for mailing as aerogramme—P.O. Permit 
No.—" ‘the number to be filled In when 
issued) must appear In smaller type so 
they will be visible on the address side 
and near the lower edge when the sheet 
is folded for mailing. The quality and 
strength of the paper must be sufficient 
to guard against the likelihood of dam¬ 
age In the course of postmarking and 
handling, and to assure that the writing 
on the inner side will not Interfere with 
the legibility of the address. Manufac¬ 
turers tnust submit 10 samples of pro¬ 
posed aerogrammes to the Director. In¬ 
ternational Service Division. Bureau of 
Transportation and International Serv¬ 
ices. Post Office Department, Washing¬ 
ton. D.C. 20260, for approval before en¬ 
gaging in their production. Approved 
private aerogrammes may be paid at the 
aerogramme rate, except that to Canada 
and Mexico they may be paid at the regu¬ 
lar airmail letter rate. 

(c> Containing enclosures. Aero¬ 
grammes that contain enclosures are 
treated as regular airmail letters. When 
required additional postage has not been 
placed on the articles they are returned 
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to the sender for the deficiency or other¬ 
wise handled in accordance with 3 223.2 
of this chapter.

<b> Parcel post. Parcel post packages 
may be registered only to countries with 
which there are arrangements for this 
service.

§ 242.2 Preparation by mailer. 

(a) Addressing. Mali which bears an 
address written in pencil or consisting of 
initials will not be accepted for registra¬ 
tion. The address of mail other than that 
sent in transparent panel (window) en¬ 
velopes may be written in Indelible pencil. 

<b) Sealing. (1) Senders must securely 
seal letters or letter packages presented 
for registration. Wax or paper seals on 
envelopes must bear a distinctive mark 
of the sender and shall be affixed in such 
a way as to allow sufficient space at the 
intersections of the flaps for post¬ 
marking. Self-scaling envelopes and en¬ 
velopes or packages that appear to have 
been opened and rescaled will not be 
registered. 

(2) Articles under the classifications 
of ' printed matter, books, matter for 
the blind, samples of merchandise and 
small packets/' presented for registra¬ 
tion, "Must not“ be sealed. 

(3) Parcel post packages presented for 
registration "Must" be sealed. See 5 231.3 
<c) of this chapter as to manner of seal¬ 
ing. Parcels that appear to have been 
opened and rescaled will not be regis¬ 
tered. 

(c) Declaration of value . The sender 
must declare the full value of Postal 
Union mail offered for registration to en¬ 
able the accepting clerk to Identify valu¬ 
able registered mall for recording pur¬ 
poses. (See 3 242.7(a)(3).) 8cnders pre¬ 
senting valuable mall for registration 
listed on firm mailing sheets must indi¬ 
cate values opposite the respective en¬ 
tries. The declared value must not be re¬ 
garded as the amount of indemnity 
payable in case of loss. See 5 272.2(a) of 
this chapter concerning limits of indem¬ 
nity for registered Postal Union mall.

<a> Issuance. A receipt is issued to the 
sender for mall matter accepted for reg¬ 
istration to other countries. 

<b) Post office handling . (1) Endorse 
receipts and mailing office record "P.P.” 
to distinguish parcel post from Postal 
Union mail accepted for registration. 

< 2) Endorse the receipt and office rec¬ 
ord "Free" for articles registered free 
pursuant to 3 221.2(d) (l) of this chapter. 
Endorse "Official Paid or Off. Pd." for 
articles or parcels registered pursuant to 
3 221.2(d) (2* (i) of this chapter. 

§ 212.3 Return receipt*. 

(a) Requested at time of mailing. (1) 
Fee: 13 cents. If the mailer desires that 
his return receipt be sent back by air¬ 
mail, the article mast be prepaid an ad¬ 
ditional fee equal to the airmail postage 
on a single post card to the country of 
destination. 

(2) When the mailer desires a return 
receipt, the post office will proceed as 
follows: 

(1) Endorse the article on the address 
side "Avis de reception” (meaning re¬ 
turn receipt "or A.R." Add "Par Avion” 
to the endorsement if the return receipt 
Is to be returned by air and the addi¬ 
tional fee prescribed in subparagraph 
(D of this paragraph has been paid.

<b) Requested after mailing. <1> 
Within a period of 1 year from the day 
following that on which a registered ar¬ 
ticle or parcel was mailed, the sender, 
on showing the registry receipt, may re¬ 
quest a return receipt. The fee is 25 
cents. To have the request for return 
receipt transmitted by air the sender 
must pay. in addition to the 25-ccnt fee. 
the postage for a one-rate airmail letter 
to the country of destination.

§243.1 Availability, 

Insurance service is available only for 
parcel post packages mailed to countries 
with which insurance agreements are In 
force. To determine if insurance service 
is available to a particular country, con¬ 
sult the country item, heading "Par¬ 
cel Post/' in the appendix to this 
Subchapter C. 

§ 243.2 Preparation, 

The general provisions for the prepara¬ 
tion of ordinary parcels for other coun¬ 
tries apply also to insured parcels. (See 
Part 231 of this chapter.) Sealing of in¬ 
sured parcels is compulsory. 

§ 213.3 Fees. 

For scales of fees, see country items 
In the appendix to this Subchapter C. 

§ 243.4 Limit* of insurance. 

The maximum amounts for which 
parcels may be insured are shown under 
the country items in the Directory of In¬ 
ternational Mail. Parcels may not be 
Insured for more than the declared value 
of the contents or for more than the 
maximum amount of indemnity payable 
in connection with insured parcels for the 
country concerned. However, if desired, 
parcels may be insured for a portion of 
the value of the contents, in which case 
only the fee covering the amount of In¬ 
surance desired will be charged. 

§ 243.3 Marking. 

(a) By sender —(1> Confenf*. Parcels 
containing fragile or perishable articles 
must be marked '‘Fragile, Perishable, 
Glass, or Eggs/' as appropriate, 

(2) Insured Value. Indicate in United 
States currency (figures only) In the ap¬ 
propriate space on the customs declara¬ 
tion (Form 2966) the amount for which 
the parcel is insured. See 6 243.4. 

<b) By post office of mailing —(1) En¬ 
dorsements and Insurance Number. <1> 
On each parcel place the word "IN¬ 
SURED’’ on the address side, preferably 
to the left and directly beside the country 
of destination. 

(ii) Serially number each insured 
parcel immediately below the "IN¬ 
SURED" endorsement. All international 
insured parcels must be numbered. 

(ill) To most countries, the insured 
value of the parcel must be shown on 
the wrapper and on the dispatch note 
(Form 2972). See subcaption "Insurance” 
under individual country items In the 
appendix to this subchapter. Mail as to 
the type of marking to be shown. Rubber 
stamp, item R-1300-284. may be used for 
this purpose. In some Instances the in¬ 
sured value must be shown also in gold 
francs. Conversion of VS. currency into 
gold francs is made on the basis of 33 


cents (approximately) equals 1 gold 
franc. To determine the gold franc equiv¬ 
alent. multiply the amount in U.S. cur¬ 
rency by 3. For example, $5.25 is equal to 
15.75 gold francs. 

(lv> Place the insurance number in 
the appropriate space on the customs 
declaration (Form 2966) and on the dis¬ 
patch note (Form 2972) when the latter 
form is required. 

(2) Postmarking. Postmark at the 
time of acceptance. Postmark at all 
breaks (cuts or torn edges) of any 
gummed paper strips used in sealing par¬ 
cels. 

§ 243.6 Mailing receipt*. 

(a) Issuance . The postal clerk w r ill Is¬ 
sue a receipt for a parcel accepted for 
insurance. Each receipt will bear the 
insurance number. The sender should 
enter the name and address of the ad¬ 
dressee on the receipt and must submit 
it if a claim or an inquiry concerning 
the parcel is subsequently made. 

(b> Post office procedure. (1) Use the 
same forms as those prescribed for do¬ 
mestic insured mail, except that Form 
3813 shall not be used, because all in¬ 
ternational insured parcels and receipts 
therefor must be numbered. 

(2) Fill out the original receipt only 
with ink or indelible pencil and issue 
to the sender. 

(3) Indicate applicable fee, according 
to amount of Insurance requested, for 
parcels presented for insurance by Gov¬ 
ernment agencies pursuant to i 221.2(d) 
(2) (i) of this chapter. 

§ 243.7 Return rrrript*. 

(a) Issuance . Return receipts for in¬ 
sured parcels arc furnished under the 
same conditions as apply to registry re¬ 
turn receipts, except that no return re¬ 
ceipts are furnished for insured parcels 
to CanadA. Post offices will follow the 
procedure prescribed in 5 242.5 for return 
receipts for reglsterd mail. 

(b) Issued in other countries. Post 
offices will follow the procedure in 
g 242.5(e) of this chapter for return re¬ 
ceipts for registered mail.

The mailer may cause any mail article 
or parcel addressed for delivery in an¬ 
other country to be withdrawn from the 
Postal Service, or have Its address 
changed If it can be intercepted in the 
United States. If the article has been 
dispatched from the United States, but 
not delivered to the addressee, withdraw¬ 
al or change of address may be effected 
tf: 

<a> The country of destination of the 
article is willing to allow the withdrawal 
or change of address (see } 247.5); 

(b> The article has not been confis¬ 
cated or destroyed by the authorities of 
the country of destination as being pro¬ 
hibited importation; or 

(c) The article has not been seized 
under provisions of the domestic legisla¬ 
tion of the country of destination. 

§217.2 How lo apply. 

If the article was mailed in a post 
office, station, or branch, make applica¬ 
tion there. If It was mailed in a street 
letterbox, apply at the main post office. 
The mailer must identify himself and 
submit a written request giving a com¬ 
plete description of the article and the 
date of mailing. Form 2926. "Sender's 
Request for Recall or Change of Address 
of International Mall," may be used at 
first- and second-class post offices. A 
single request may be used for two or 
more articles which have been mailed 
together by the same sender to the same 
addressee, in which case only one fee is 
charged.

fa>‘ Search at office o/ mailing, If the 
article has not been dispatched from the 
immediate point of mailing, it may be 
returned or its address may be changed 
without charge. Otherwise a search can 
be made at the main post office or other 
concentration point: Provided , The 
mailer pays a fee of 20 cents in stamps, 
whether the search Is successful or not. 
The post office will change the address 
without charge, but if the article is re¬ 
turned to the mailer, domestic postage 
will be charged except in the case of 
letters or post cards, which are returned 
free of postage.

The exchange office 
will change the address without charge, 
but if the article is returned, postage 
will be charged at domestic rates for its 
transportation to the exchange office and 
back to the mailer's address, unless It Is 
a letter or post card which is returned 
free of postage. The post office will in¬ 
form the patron of the amount of charges 
due, 

(ci Search in country of destination. 
A request will be sent to the postal ad¬ 
ministration of the country of destina¬ 
tion to return an article or change its ad¬ 
dress if the mailer furnishes a facsimile 
of the addess and pays the 20-cent fee in 
8lamps, unless he has already paid it. 
(See paragraphs (a) and <b> of this 
section.) If the request is to be trans¬ 
mitted by telegraph or cable, the appli¬ 
cation must be accompanied with an 
amount sufficient to pay the telegraph or 
cable charges. Otherwise the application 
must be accompanied with additional 
stamps In the amount of 75 cents to 
cover transmission of the request by 
registered mail, and with airmail post¬ 
age if It Ls desired that it be transmitted 
to the foreign administration by air.

If the appli¬ 
cant desires search made at the exchange 
office and agrees to the conditions, send 
a request to the exchange office setting 
forth the details on the application and 


the particulars of dispatch to the ex¬ 
change office, if known. 

(iv) If the exchange office returns the 
piece, collect domestic postage for its 
conveyance to the exchange office and 
return, unless it is a letter or post card. 
If the search Included the opening of 
made-up sacks, the exchange office will 
inform the post office requesting the 
search as to the cost, which should also 
be collected on delivery. The exchange 
office will likewise advise if the search 
was unsuccessful. 

(v) Amounts collected on delivery of 
returned articles and parcels are ac¬ 
counted for by affixing postage due 
stamps to the mail articles and canceling. 

<2> After dispatch from the United 
States. If the sender requests that the 
postal authorities of the country of des¬ 
tination be asked to intercept the piece, 
collect as prescribed in 247.33 and trans¬ 
mit with the application and facsimile 
address to the International Service 
Division, Bureau of Transportation and 
International Services, Post Office De¬ 
partment, Washington, D.C. 20260.

(a) The Bureau of International Com¬ 
merce. Department of Commerce, con¬ 
trols all exportations, except for certain 
commodities and technical data licensed 
for export by other UB. Government 
agencies, to all countries other than 
Canada (with the exception that vali¬ 
dated export licenses are required for 
certain types of technical data to Cnn- 
ada). Mailers must inform themselves 
as to the regulations and comply with 
them in making any exportations of 
commodities and technical data as par¬ 
cel post or postal union mall. A brief 
summary of the regulations as they ap¬ 
ply to mail shipments is given in this 
part. Additional information is avail¬ 
able from a Commerce Department bul¬ 
letin entitled “Public Notice—Require¬ 
ments for Exports by Mail” on bulletin 
boards in first-, second-, and third-class 
post offices and in classified stations and 
branches. Mailers desiring further in¬ 
formation may make Inquiry of the Ex¬ 
porters' Service Section, Bureau of In¬ 
ternational Commerce, Department of 
Commerce.

Inner Mongolia, and the Communis t- 
controlled area of Vietnam); to the 
following countries in the Eastern Euro¬ 
pean Soviet bloc: Albania. Bulgaria. 
Czechoslovakia. Estonia. Germany (So¬ 
viet Zone Including Soviet Sector of 
Berlin). Hungary. Latvia, Lithuania. 
Outer Mongolia, and UB.SJL.; and to 
Hong Kong and Macao. Packages for 
these areas may not bear any general 
license except as follows:

(a) Definition and use , A “validated 
license’* is an individual document Issued 
by the Bureau of International Com¬ 
merce. authorizing a specific exportation. 
Further information can be obtained as 
set forth in 5 252.1(a). Before mailing a 
shipment under a validated license, the 
sender must put the license number on 
the wrapper. 

(b) Export declaration required . An 
export declaration (see part 251 of this 
chapter) is required for every shipment 
covered by a validated license, except 
technical data. However, partial ship¬ 
ments of technical data must comply 
with paragraph <c> of this section. 

(c) Mailing under validated licenses. 
In making a shipment against a validated 
license, the mailer must surrender the 
license at the post office regardless of 
whether the total quantity shown on the 
License Is mailed. However, if only a part 
of the licensed quantity is mailed, the 
mailer may, as an alternative, deposit 
the license with a collector of customs 
and surrender at the post office a ship¬ 
per’s export declaration «Commerce 
Form 7525-V) bearing the number of the 
license and an authorization dated and 
signed by the collector or by his repre¬ 
sentative for shipment of the goods 
shown on the declaration. This is in 
addition to the declarations required by

(d) Technical data Ucenses. Licenses 
issued by the Bureau of International 
Commerce for exportations of technical 
data are similar In form to tile usual type 
of validated license, but no shippers 
export declaration Is required, except 
for partial shipments.

(e) Processing in post offices. u> 
Entire shipments. The postal employee 
must see that the correct license number 
is shown on the wrapper of every pack¬ 
age presented for mailing with a vali¬ 
dated license. The number appears m the 
upper right portion of the license, adja¬ 
cent to the validation stamp of the Bu¬ 
reau of International Commerce Com¬ 
pare the contents as shown on the cus¬

Moreover, before 
acceptance, the postmaster at the office 
of mailing must receive Instructions from 
the Post Office Department, or the Treas¬ 
ury Department, with a copy of the 
license.

Gold in any form other than coin is 
mailable without a license and specific 
instruction, if it is not held or owned by 
a person who is a resident of or domiciled 
in the continental United States.

<b) Mailing restricted. Fabricated 
gold is acceptable fqr mailing without be¬ 
ing licensed by the Treasury Department 
and without specific Instructions from 
the Post Office Department. How’ever. 
the shipper is required to endorse the 
wrapper of the package with the Bureau 
of Census Schedule B statistical classifi¬ 
cation number of each specific commod¬ 
ity contained therein. The shipper's ex¬ 
port declaration, when required (see 
I 251.1 of this chapter) shall contain, in 
addition to a specific description of the 
contents of the package, the following 
notation: “Fabricated gold as defined by 
section 54.4 of the Gold Regulations, be¬ 
ing exported pursuant to the authoriza¬ 
tion contained in section 54.25»bM2> of 
such regulations." 

(c) How to determine. To determine 
whether an article is semiprocessed or 
fabricated gold, the value of the gold 
content is computed at $35 per fine troy 
ounce of gold and the total domestic 


value is determined on the basis of the 
cost of tlie article to the owner and not 
the selling price. In the case of a manu¬ 
facturer or processor, the allowable ele¬ 
ments of such value are the cast of ma¬ 
terial in the article, labor performed on 
the article and processing lasses and 
overhead applicable to the manufacturer 
or processing of such article. In the case 
of a dealer or other person who holds 
or disposes of gold without further proc¬ 
essing, total domestic value includes only 
the net purchase price paid by such per¬ 
son and any transportation costs in¬ 
curred in obtaining delivery of such ar¬ 
ticle to his usual place of business. 

<d) Gold coin made prior to April 5, 
1933. Gold coin made prior to April 5. 
1933, is acceptable for mailing without 
being licensed by the Treasury Deport¬ 
ment and without specific instructions 
from the Post Office Department.

Postmark and 
sign the * Postmaster's Certificate'* on the 
reverse side of Customs Form 751 l-A or 
7511-B. after verifying the marks and 
numbers on the form with those on the 
package and noting the presence of the 
sender’s signed statement waiving the 
right to withdraw the package from the 
mall.

§ 261.4 Repacking. 

(a) Responsibility of customs and 
postal employees. Customs and postal 
employees shall carefully examine and 
repack contents of importations, par¬ 
ticularly those that contain delicate in¬ 
struments, glass, china, or other fragile 
items, liquids, and easily liquefiable sub¬ 
stances. Shipments must be restored to 
their original or better condition. Postal 
employees accepting articles which have 
been in customs custody for examination, 
must determine from external inspection 
whether the shipment can safely bear 
further handling and transportation. 
Postal and customs employees Jointly will 
restore parcels that are not in satisfac¬ 
tory condition. Employees may be held 
responsible when damage occurs as a re¬ 
sult of negligence or improper handling. 

<b> Customs shipments in bad order. 
Shipments found to be in bad order in 
transit at the delivery office must be re¬ 
conditioned by postal employees. Note 
bad order and evidence of rifling or dam¬ 
age on the address side of the wrapper 
over the signature of the employee. 

§ 261.3 Trmlmrnt at delivery oilier. 

(a) Detecting dutiable importations . 
Postal employees will promptly examine 


all incoming mall to detect dutiable Im¬ 
portations. These articles, bearing a cus¬ 
toms endorsement Indicating that duty 
is to be collected, are also accompanied 
by an original and receipt copy of Cus¬ 
toms Form 3419, “Mail Entry,” enclosed 
in a Treasury Department penalty 
envelope. 

(b) Missing mail entries . Withhold de¬ 
livery of dutiable packages from which 
Customs Forms 3419 have become de¬ 
tached. If the mall entry forms are not 
found, complete Form 2937. “Importer's 
Objection and or Lost Mail Entries.'* re¬ 
questing the issuing port of entry to 
furnish Customs Forms 3423, “Transcript 
of Entry of Merchandise Imported 
Through the Mails/* in lieu of Customs 
Forms 3419. On receipt of Customs Forms 
3423 collect the duty and process Cus¬ 
toms Forms 3423 in the same manner as 
Customs Forms 3419. If the missing Cus¬ 
toms Forms 3419 are located at a later 
date, return them to the issuing port of 
entry after endorsing them to show that 
Customs Forms 3423 were used. 

<c) Dispatch to delivery units. Prompt¬ 
ly forward dutiable articles to delivery 
units. Enter registered dutiable mall on 
appropriate dispatch forms. 

<d) Delivery of dutiable mail. (1) Du¬ 
tiable mail will be delivered by city, vil¬ 
lage, and rural carriers, and by window 
delivery units. Form 2921, “Held Notice- 
International Mail/* is used to notify ad¬ 
dressees of the arrival of dutiable parcels. 

<2> Charge packages and both copies 
of the customs mail entry to delivery em¬ 
ployee on Form 2944. “Receipt for Cus¬ 
toms Duty Mail,*’ prepared in duplicate. 
For control and accounting purposes, en¬ 
ter on Form 2944 the mail entry num¬ 
bers as shown on the entry forms. Re¬ 
tain both copies of Form 2944 at post 
office as record of employee’s account¬ 
ability. 

When customs charges Are col¬ 
lected and delivery Is made, obtain ad¬ 
dressee’s signature on the original Cus¬ 
toms Form 3419 as well as on the receipt 
for registered and insured mull if re¬ 
quired. The delivering employee shall 
sign the receipt copy of Customs Form 
3419 and give it to the addressee as a 
receipt for the duty. Delivering employees 
will turn in amounts collected with signed 
originals of Customs Form 3419, with 
any undelivered packages and their re¬ 
lated Customs Forms 3419. At flrst-class 
offices, carrier will complete both copies 
of Form 2944 prepared pursuant to sub- 
paragraph (2) of this paragraph, sign 
And hand them to the clearing clerk, 
who will also sign, clearing the carrier’s 
accountability on the two copies. The 
clearing clerk will forward the original 
of Form 2944 to the chief accountant <or 
accounting unit). The carrier will re¬ 
ceive the duplicate copy which he will 
retain for 3 months after the last day of 
the month of issue. Employees at delivery 
windows who have been charged with 
dutiable packages will be similarly 
cleared, but will be required to execute 
a new set of Form 2944 covering all duti¬ 
able packages remaining in their custody 
at the close of business. At other than 
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first-class offices the delivering em¬ 
ployees' accountability will be cleared in 
the same manner as for COD transac¬ 
tions. 

<4) The Customs Service In certain In¬ 
stances will attach a Customs Form 3433. 
‘‘Authorization to Postmaster to Deliver 
Mail Importation Conditionally Free of 
Duty" and a Customs Form 3342. "Dec¬ 
laration for Free Entry of Gifts/* to the 
mail entries. Customs Form 3419, of in¬ 
coming dutiable packages. Deliver these 
packages without collection of the duty 
under the conditions stated on the Form 
3433. After delivery, endorse the original 
Customs Form 3419 "Form 3342 executed 
by addressee," and report the transaction 
as an uncollected customs duty item in 
accordance with paragraph (f)(1) of 
this section. Return of the executed cus¬ 
toms form will be authority for the clear¬ 
ing clerk to allow credit for unretumed 
postage due stamps delivered with the 
package pursuant to i 224.1(a) (5) (W> 
of this chapter. The clearing clerk will 
keep a daily record of such voided stamp 
credits. 

(5) When an addressee objects to the 
assessed value, rate, or amount of duty 
charged, the following procedures apply: 

(i) Request the addressee to state his 
objection In writing to the postmaster, 
together with any evidence substantiat¬ 
ing his claim. Inform patron of the mail 
entry number and advise him where the 
package will be held. Return the package 
to the clearing clerk awaiting receipt of 
addressee's written protest. 

(ill On receipt of written protest, 
promptly prepare report, in duplicate, on 
Form 2937, "Importer’s Objection and/or 
Last Mail Entries." Indicate reason for 
protest by means of a checkmark in the 
appropriate column on Form 2937. For¬ 
ward original Form 2937, with supporting 
statements and both copies of Customs 
Form 3419, to the customs office where 
the entry was prepared, unless the ad¬ 
dressee is located in the vicinity of one 
of the customs ports listed In f 261.3(e). 
In the latter case, deliver the package 
and the other documents mentioned to 
the local customs officer for reconsidera¬ 
tion of the duty assessment. Retain du¬ 
plicate of Form 2937 os office file and rec¬ 
ord copy. 

(ill) If an adjustment Is made the cus¬ 
toms officer will endorse the adjustment 
In red Ink on the original and receipt 
copy of the mall entry and initial. The 
corrected mall entry will be accompanied 
with Customs Form 3425, "Notice to 
Postmaster of Change in Duty Assess¬ 
ment on Customs Mail Entry." This 
notice Is to be attached to and remain 
with the original of the mall entry. When 
delivery is effected, record collection of 
the corrected amount according to the 
customs port which originally prepared 
the mail entry, as prescribed in para¬ 
graph (e) of this section. If the adjusting 
customs officer waives the duty, report 
the entry as an uncollected item, as pre¬ 
scribed In paragraph (f)(1) of this 
section. 

(iv) An addressee who Is dissatisfied 
with the amount of duty assessed may 
pay the charges, take delivery of the 
package, and later file claim for a refund 


directly with the collector at the port 
where the entry was prepared. 

(6) When delivery cannot be effected 
for any reason, including articles covered 
by $ 261.59, the package and both copies 
of Customs Form 3419 will be returned to 
the post office. Do not detach Customs 
Forms 3419 from package nor enter It on 
Form 2933, "Register of Uncollected Cus¬ 
toms Charges." until the package la 
definitely known to be undclivcrablc or 
until the end of the prescribed retention 
period (see $ 224.4(a) of this chapter 
concerning postal union articles and 
5 232.5(b) G> of this chapter concerning 
parcel post), then detach Customs Form 
3419 and report the Item on Form 2933 as 
outlined in paragraph (f)(1) of tills 
section.

First-class 
offices will prepore on same frequency as 
Form 2932; other offices will report un¬ 
collectible items weekly. Enter all un¬ 
collectible items on Form 2933. listing 
each Customs Form 3419 by serial num¬ 
ber and amount, and showing reason for 
noncollectlon. Forward original of Form 
2933 with supporting Customs Form 
3342, other statements, and original and 
receipt copy of related Customs Form

(2) Past-due entries. When the Issu¬ 
ing customs port of entry docs not receive 
a report of disposition of dutiable article, 
the collector of customs will forward an 
inquiry to the postmaster on Customs 
Form 3423, "Transcript of Entry of Mer¬ 
chandise Imported Through the Mails." 
in duplicate, requesting information on 
the disposition of entries Involved. On 
receipt of Customs Form 3423 the chief 
accountant, accounting unit or employee 
designated by the postmaster, will make 
a search for Customs Form 3419. If form 
is located, return both copies of Customs 
Form 3423 to port of entry with nota¬ 
tion that the entry will be accounted for 
in the usual manner when collection is 
effected, or note on Customs Form 3423. 
the control number of the Form 2932. on 
which the entry was reported (first-class 
offices; or serial number of money order 
used In remitting in the case of second-, 
third-, and fourth-class offices).

§262.1 Kxttniinalion—authorization lo 
open. 

Mail of foreign origin Is scrutinized at 
the exchange office of first receipt for the 
presence of prohibited matter. If there 
is reason to believe that prohibited mat¬ 
ter is contained in a sealed letter, the 
exchange office will endorse the cover 
"Supposed to contain matter prohibited 
importation" and forward it to the post 
office of destination. Letters received 
bearing such endorsement, or any for¬ 
eign letter not so endorsed but suspected 
of containing prohibited matter, shall be 
held and treated as follows: 

(a) Complete and mail Form 2921. 
“Held Moil Notice—International," to 
the addressee requesting authorization to 
open the letter and examine its contents. 
The form may be endorsed “Lottery Mat¬ 
ter" when it is believed the letter con¬ 
tains such matter. If the volume of such 
mall or other considerations warrant, an 
explanatory letter may be sent in lieu of 
Form 2921. 

(b) When authorization to open is 
given by the addressee, the letter shall be 
opened and examined in his presence, If 
he has appeared In person, or. If he docs 
not appear, in the presence of two desig¬ 
nated postal employees. 

(c) If the addressee fails to authorize 
the opening of the letter, endorse the 
cover "Unclaimed" and return, un¬ 
opened, to its origin. 

§ 262.2 l)i*pouil. 

(a) Mailable matter . If the contents 
of a letter opened pursuant to 8 262.1 are 
found to be mailable and the examina¬ 
tion has taken place in the presence of 
the addressee, immediately deliver the 
letter to him.

Dis¬ 
patch packages bearing a yellow and 
green special-mailing tag and those ad¬ 
dressed to tile Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Plant Quarantine Division, to the 
quarantine station to which directed. 

(b) Distribution offices. 8ubmlt pack¬ 
ages containing plant material to a 
quarantine inspector at the moat acces¬ 
sible of the offices mentioned in para¬ 
graph (g) of this section. Dispatch under 
seal addressed to the postmaster, mark¬ 
ing "For plant quarantine examination," 

(c) Plants admitted icithout restric¬ 
tion. Plants and plant products ordered 
by. intended for. and addressed to the 
Plant Quarantine Division, or the Crops 
Research Division. Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Washington, D.C. 20250. 

<d) Plants admitted under restric¬ 
tions. Except for those listed in para¬ 
graph <c) of this section as prohibited, 
and some which are importable by pri¬ 
vate individuals, most plants and plant 
products are admitted under various 
restrictions. For information, patrons 
should address Inquiries to the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. Agricultural Re¬ 
search Service. Plant Quarantine Divi¬ 
sion. Washington. D.C. 20250. 

<e» Plants prohibited.—i 1) Cuttings . 
buds , cions, etc. Subject to some excep¬ 
tions. importation by mail is prohibited 
from all countries and localities, of all 
plants, including cuttings, buds, cions, 
bulb roots, tubers, seeds, etc,; fruits and 
vegetables in the raw or unprocessed 
state; and other plant products 

(2) Plants and plant products as pack¬ 
ing materials , The importation as pack¬ 
ing material Is prohibited of rice straw, 
hulls and chaff; cotton and cotton prod¬ 
ucts; sugarcane. Including bagasse; bam¬ 
boo leaves and small shoots; leaves of 
plants; forest litter; soil with an ap¬ 
preciable admixture of vegetable matter; 
and all parts of com and allied plants, 
unless coming from Mexico and the 
countries or Central America, the West 
Indies, and South America. However, the 
plant materials mentioned may be ad¬ 
mitted if in the Judgment of an Inspector 
of the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
the risk of carrying Infectious insects and 
diseases has been eliminated by the man¬ 
ner of preparation, processing, or manu¬ 
facturing to which the material has 
been subjected. 

(f) Failure to receive quarantine in¬ 
spection , Should a package containing 
plant material be observed at or en route 
to the office of address without having 
received quarantine inspection.-forward 
it under seal to the postmaster at the 
most accessible of the offices mentioned 
in paragraph (g) of this section. Mark

§271.1 Inquiries cnrourojrrd. 

Patrons are urged to report losses, non¬ 
delivery, or mistreatment of mail, aa 
these reports may serve to Improve the 
postal service. Inquiries and complaints 
arc to be made at. or addressed to. the 
local post office. They are accepted within 


1 year, counting from the day following 
the date of mailing. 

§271.2 Nondelivery. 

V an article has failed to reach the 
addressee within a reasonable time, after 
it should In regular course have been 
delivered, the post office will, on re¬ 
quest institute an inquiry with the for¬ 
eign postal administration. Inquiry may 
be made even though the article was 
mailed in another country. If the sender 
Is unable to submit the registry (mailing) 
receipt for a registered article, he must 
make complaint at the office of mailing. 

§ 271.3 Incomplete return receipt*. 

If the sender receives a return receipt 
not properly completed (sec f 242.5(d) 
of this chapter), the receipt with the 
complaint is transmitted to the Interna¬ 
tional Service Division, Bureau of Trans¬ 
portation and International Services. 
Post Office Department, Washington, 
D.C.20260. 

§ 271.1 Charge* for inquiries. 

<a> When applicable. No charge Is 
made for an inquiry or complaint con¬ 
cerning the nondelivery of a piece of in¬ 
ternational mall if the sender lias failed 
to receive a return receipt for which the 
required fee was paid or if he can show 
that loss or other irregularity has oc¬ 
curred apparently through fault of the 
Postal Service. Such a showing Is satis¬ 
fied cither by exhibiting a letter from 
the addressee a reasonable time after the 
article involved would normally have 
been delivered; or satisfactorily explain¬ 
ing the failure to exhibit such a letter or 
report. Otherwise, a charge of 20 cents 
is made, postage stamps to cover the fee 
being affixed to the Inquiry form and 
canceled. The inquiry or complaint is 
transmitted by airmail. If practicable. 

(b> When several articles involved . 
Only one fee is collected for inquiries or 
requests for information concerning sev¬ 
eral articles mailed simultaneously by 
the same sender to the same addressee. 

(c) Tclearaph inquiry . If the sender 
desires that the Inquiry be sent by tele¬ 
graph or cable, his request must be ac¬ 
companied with an amount sufficient to 
pay the telegraph or cable charges, and 
if a reply by telegraph or cable is desired, 
tlie sender must pay the charges both 
ways.

§ 272.1 Initiation and proof of claims. 

(a) Initiation of claims. Claims must 
be Initiated os outlined in 8 271.5 of tills 
chapter in applying for the Indemnity 
stipulated In 8 272.2. 

(b) Documents to accompany claims . 

Claimants must submit the report from 
the addressee on which the claim is based 
and any evidence of value or cost of re¬ 
pairs such as purchase receipts or In¬ 
voices. — 

§ 272.2 Indemnity payments. 

(a) Registered postal union articles. 
Payment of Indemnity is Incumbent on 
the country of origin of the article and 
Is made as follows: 

(1) Canada. Indemnity may be paid 
not to exceed $100, based on actual value, 
for loss (contents and wrapper). When 
mailed in the United States, payment 
may also be made up to $100 based on 
actual value for damage or rilling of con¬ 
tents, If responsibility rests with the 
United States, or it 1s not possible to 
determine In which country the damage 
or rifling occurred. 

(2) Great Britain and Northern Ire¬ 
land, Israel and Switzerland. Indemnity 
may be paid in any amount claimed not 
exceeding $8.17 for loss (contents and 
wrapper), regardless of value; and. on 
the basis of actual value, for rifling or 
•‘Total" damage of an article In a regis¬ 
tered packet, but not exceeding $8.17. 
When mailed in the United States, pay¬ 
ment may also be made for partial dam¬ 
age. but not exceeding $8.17, if respon¬ 
sibility rests with the United States or it 
Is not possible to determine In which 
country the damage occurred. 

(3) Australia. Indemnity may be paid 
in any amount claimed not exceeding 
$8.17 lor loss (contents and wrapper), 
regardless of value: and, on the basis of 
actual value, for rifling of an article in a 
registered packet, but not exceeding 
$8.17. When mailed In the United States, 
payment may also be made for damage, 
but not exceeding $8.17, if responsibility 
rests with the United States or it is not 
possible to determine in which country 
the damage occurred. 

(4) All other countries. Indemnity 
may be paid in any amount claimed not 
exceeding $8.17 for loss (contents and 
wrapper), regardless of value. When 
moiled in the United States, payment 
may also be made up to $8.17 on the basis 
of actual value for damage or rifling of 
contents (Including instances when 
money in cash, banknotes, or values pay¬ 
able to bearer are prohibited by interna¬ 
tional agreements), if responsibility rests 
with the United States or it is not pos¬ 
sible to determine In which country the 
damage or rifling occurred. 


<b> Registered parcel post —(1) Cape 
Verde Islands and Portuguese West Af¬ 
rica. Indemnity may be paid up to $16.33, 
based on actual value, for loss, rifling, or 
damage. 

<2> Cuba. Indemnity may be paid up 
to $10 for loss (contents and wrapper), 
based on actual value. 

<3) Ecuador. Indemnity may be paid 
up to $50. based on actual value, for loss, 
rifling, or damage. 

(4) Other countries. Although parcels 
may be registered to Bermuda. British 
Honduras, Congo (Kinshasa). Jamaica. 
Trinidad and Tobago, and Turks Islands, 
there Is no provision for payment of in¬ 
demnity in case of loss, rifling, or dam¬ 
age of such parcels. 

(c) Insured parcel post—1 1) General 
provisions. Indemnity may be paid for 
loss, rifling, or damage, based on actual 
value. 

(2) Forwarded or returned to third 
country. The mailer may be paid only 
such Indemnity for loss, rifling, or dam¬ 
age occurring after redispatch by the 
original country of address to a third 
country as the country in which the mis¬ 
treatment occurred is willing or obligated 
to pay under any agreement between the 
countries involved. 

(3> Canada. Indemnity may be spe¬ 
cially paid as provided in subparagraph 
(1) of this paragraph for loss, rifling, or 
damage of insured parcels addressed to 
Canada containing articles prohibited 
Insurance. See country item "Canada" 
In the appendix to this subchapter. 

(d) Principal exceptions. Indemnity 
may not be paid: 

(1) In excess of the limit prescribed 
for the insurance or registry fee paid or 
greater than that corresponding to the 
actual amount of loss (except registered 
postal union), rifling, or damage. Allow¬ 
ance must be made for depreciation or 
for needed repairs, and, in the absence of 
purchase receipts or invoices, the con¬ 
tents must be described in sufficient 
detail. 

(2) To anyone in this country other 
than the sender, for loss of registered 
postal union mail, except on the consent 
of both the sender and the country of 
origin. 

(3) For damage or for partial or com¬ 
plete loss or rifling of the contents of 
postal union registered articles, except 
as stated In paragraph (a) of this sec¬ 
tion. 

(4) When (i) other countries report 
delivery of parcels without external trace 
of rifling or damage and acceptance with¬ 
out reservation concerning the condition 
of the contents, and <li) when delivery 
was made under conditions prescribed by 
the domestic regulations of the country 
of destination for mall of the same kind, 
or. on presentation of a regular postal 
Identity card. 

<5) When loss, rifling, or damage has 
been caused by the fault or negligence of 
the sender or the addressee or the repre¬ 
sentative of either, such as failure to en¬ 
dorse the parcel conspicuously to show 
the nature of the contents or to provide 
adequate packing for the length of the 
journey and for the protection of the 
contents. 
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(6) Whcii an article or parcel cannot 
be accounted for In consequence of the 
destruction of service records through 
“force majeure.” 

(7) When the contents arc prohibited, 
except as stated In paragraph <a> <4> and 
(c)(3) of this section. 

(8) When the claimant, with Intent to 
defraud, shall declare the contents of a 
parcel to be above their real value. 

(9) For an article or parcel seized by 
the customs. 

(10) For parcels that contain matter 
of no intrinsic value or matter which did 
not conform to stipulations of the con¬ 
ventions applicable, or were not posted 
In the manner prescribed. However, in 
the event of loss, rifling, or damage of 
mail erroneously accepted for insurance 
to other countries, limited Indemnity 
may specially be paid as if it had been 
addressed to a domestic destination, l.e., 
on the basis of the indemnity limits for 
domestic insured mail. If erroneously ac¬ 
cepted as registered mail limited indem¬ 
nity may be specially paid under the con¬ 
ditions in paragraph (a) of this section. 
If postage was erroneously collected at 
other than parcel post rates, but the par¬ 
cel was otherwise properly accepted for 
Insurance, indemnity may specially be 
paid under paragraph <c) of this section. 

(11) For indirect loss or loss of profits 
in the case of parcels. 

(12) When no inquiry or application 
for indemnity has been made by claimant 
or Ills representative within a year com¬ 
mencing with the day following the past¬ 
ing of the article or parcel. In the case 
of insured mail with Canada, however, 
the time limit may be waived when it is 
satisfactorily established that the delay 
was unavoidable and not the fault of the 
claimant. 

(13) For damage which results from 
the Inherent vice or quality of the con¬ 
tents. that is. its inability, doc to its 
nature, to withstand the ordinary in¬ 
cidents of the contemplated carriage. 

(14) When full compensation or re¬ 
imbursement has otherwise been made by 
the Post Office Department or by any 
outside firm or corporation whatsoever 
except on a pro rata basis as coinsurer. 

(16) For sentimental values arising 
from association of articles. Also, In the 
absence of a complete description, the 
claimant must satisfactorily establish 
the ordinary market value at the time of 
mailing, particularly In the case of heir¬ 
looms or antiques. 

(16) For an amount in excess of the 
maximum prescribed for the insurance 
or registry' fee paid, unless responsibility 
rests with the United States and it shall 
be shown to the satisfaction of the Post¬ 
master General that the mailer was 
charged a fee less than that required to 
cover the amount of indemnity desired, 
through error on the port of the Postal 
Service. On such a showing, the defi¬ 
ciency In fee may be collected from the 
mailer and postal indemnity paid within 
the limit fixed for the higher fee. If full 
or partial responsibility rests with the 
other country and the mailer requested 
full coverage at the time of mailing, but 
a deficient and “unauthorized” insur¬ 
ance fee was collected, he may be paid 


for full value, less the amount of the 
deficient fee. but not exceeding the limit 
fixed for the appropriate insurance fee. 

(17) For loss of articles registered free 
or for official registered mall. 

(18) When evidence of insurance 
coverage has not been presented. 

(19) In excess of the limits prescribed 
in paragraph (a) of this section for 
domestic registered letters bearing 
foreign return addresses which are 
forwarded pursuant to 5 223.4(b)(2). 

(c) When to be instituted. Claims for 
indemnity involving international regis¬ 
tered mail, and Insured mail for which 
Inquiry concerning disposal has been 
made, shall be instituted only on in¬ 
structions from the postmasters at the 
appropriate adjusting exchange offices 
shown in paragraph <f) of this section, 
except as otherw ise specifically provided 
for In 5 271.5(a) (2) (i) of this chapter for 
insured mail to Canada. 

(f) Adjusting exchange offices. In¬ 
demnity claims relating to international 
insured or registered mail shall be ad¬ 
judicated and approved by the adjusting 
exchange office for the country Involved 
ns Indicated below.

The invoices when required must be 
prepared in quadruplicate in prescribed 
form and legalized by an Argentine con¬ 
sulate, where mailers may be referred If 
they are not familiar with the required 
procedure.

Used clothing addressed to individuals 
Is limited to 22 pounds per parcel.

Gift parcels valued over $25 and all 
commercial parcels must also be accom¬ 
panied by commercial shipping docu¬ 
ments which the sender must have 
legalized by a Brazilian consulate at a fee 
of $12. Brazilian consulates are located 
in principal cities of the United States. 

If parcels arc found on arrival in Brazil 
to be in violation of any of the import 
regulations, they will be withheld from 
delivery and the addressees may be re¬ 
quired to pay fines in addition to the 
customs duty. If the charges are not 
paid, the parcels are liable to seizure and 
are not released even if senders have re¬ 
quested return through the postal service. 

In view of the foregoing, patrons 
should be advised to refrain from mail¬ 
ing parcels to Brazil unless they ar* as¬ 
sured that tlie addressees will be per¬ 
mitted to take delivery. 

Parcels may be addressed to banks or 
other organizations for ultimate delivery 
to second addressees.

Articles nddressed as above must bear 
postage at the surface or air rate for 
Canada. Letter packages exceeding 4 
pounds 6 ounces In weight, and direct 
sacks of printed matter (} 222.4(f) of this 
chapter) are not admissible for CFPO 
addresses. Patrons desiring to mnil such 
articles should be advised to obtain civil¬ 
ian addresses either from the addressees 
or from the Post Office Department, 
Ottawa 8. Ontario, Canada, and to pre¬ 
pare their articles for mailing in accord¬ 
ance with the regulations applicable to 
the country of destination concerned. 

Banknotes valued at $100 or more must 
be put up In a compact package and 
securely tied with strong twine before 
wrapping. The wrapper must be of llnem 
or other strong, woven material, linen 
lined paper, or two thicknesses of strong 
kraft paj>er. After wrapping, the package 
must be again securely tied or stitched 
and sealed at the points of closing. 

Combination mailings as defined in 
$ 222.8<a> of this chapter arc accepted. 

Advertising matter specially prepared 
to promote the sale ol goods or services 
by Canadian persons or firms is charged 
with customs duty in Canada when the 
total weight of articles mailed at one 
time exceeds 1 pound. Duty is charged 
on each Individually addressed article. 
To avoid detention of such mail by 
Cauadian customs, senders may arrange 
to pay the duty, which can be done by 
means of Canadian customs duty stamps 
affixed to the back of each piece of mail. 
Senders may inquire as to rates of duty 
and may purchase the duty stamps from 
tile Department of National Revenue, 
Customs and Excise, Ottawa. Ontario, 
Canada. 

Commercial shipments of printed mat¬ 
ter and certain other merchandise must 
be marked to indicate country of origin 
in the manner prescribed by the 
Canadian customs regulations. Com¬ 
mercial invoices are required as indicated 
in “Observations" under “Parcel Post". 

Information as to Canadian customs 
regulations may be obtained from the 
European Division (Canadian Section), 
Bureau of International Commerce, De¬ 
partment of Commerce, Washington.

Prohibitions. Reprints of Canadian or 
British works copyrighted In Canada.

Parcels for CFPO addresses may not 
be insured. 

Return receipts are not furnished for 
insured parcels addressed to Canada. 

The following must not be accepted 
for Insurance: Bees, postage stamps 
(canceled and uncanceled) and albums 
in which they are mounted, bonds and 
coupons payable to bearer, stocks and 
other securities negotiable by bearer, gold 
scrap. Jeweler’s filings, precious stones 
(mounted or unmounted). and articles of 
gold or other precious metal. It should 
be recommended to senders that the 
articles mentioned, with the exception 
of bees, be sent in the registered letter 
mails. 

However, articles for personal adorn¬ 
ment, such as rings, brooches, tie pins, 
chains, cuff links, dress sets, fobs, brace¬ 
lets, lockets and necklaces, and articles 
for personal use. such as cigarette hold¬ 
ers. cigarette cases, vanity cases, card- 
cases. gold and silver pencils, lorgnettes, 
gold filled optical frames and mountings, 
mesh bags and watches, having a value 
not over $5 each may be insured pro¬ 
vided they are enclosed in parcels of at 
least a minimum size of 36 cubic Inches 
or combined length and girth of at least 
16 inches. For example, such parcels 
must be at least 6 by 6 by 1 inches or 8 by 
3 by 1 inches, etc. A parcel containing a 
number of such articles valued at $5 or 
less may be insured for the total value 
of the contents (up to the maximum of 
$200>. provided It meets the prescribed 
requirements as to size. 

The maximum insurance In Canada 
for parcels to the United States is $100. 

See Part 243 of this chapter for general 
information on insurance. 


Observations. Each parcel must bear 
as part of its address the name of the 
Canadian Province in which the office of 
destination is located. 

Parcels for members of the Canadian 
armed forces overseas may not exceed 
22 pounds in weight and may not be 
insured.

A letter fully prepaid and bearing the 
same address as that of the parcel may 
be tied or otherwise securely attached to 
the outside of the parcel in such manner 
as to prevent its separation therefrom 
and not to interfere with the address of 
the parcel. Stamps to cover postage on 
the parcel must be affixed to the wrapper 
of the parcel. Stamps to pay postage on 
the letter must be affixed to the 
envelope thereof. 

Certain types of merchandise must be 
marked to show country of origin in the 
manner prescribed by the Canadian cus¬ 
toms regulations. 

The Canadian customs authorities re¬ 
quire commercial invoices for all parcel 
post or postal union mail packages, re¬ 
gardless of value, except casual noncom¬ 
mercial shipments. For shipments valued 
at less than $50, the sender's regular 
business invoice may be used; if the value 
is $50 or oveivthe commercial Invoice 
must be prepared on Canadian forms 
M-A or N-A. Four copies of the invoice, 
one of them signed by the sender in ink, 
must be sent by letter mail to the 
addressee. 

In the case of noncommercial ship¬ 
ments of a casual nature, the senders 
need not furnish invoices, as the Cana¬ 
dian customs authorities will make deliv¬ 
ery on the basts of forms completed by 
the addressees. 

Interested mailers can secure informa¬ 
tion as to obtaining and preparing forms 
M-A and N-A. as well as other informa¬ 
tion concerning the Canadian customs 
regulations, from the European Division 
(Canadian Section). Bureau of Inter¬ 
national Commerce, Department of Com¬ 
merce. Washington. D.C, 20230. or any 
field office of that Department. 

Prohibitions. Honey bees, unless ad¬ 
dressed to places served by railway post 
offices or motor vehicles. Mailers must as¬ 
certain whether the addressees of parcels 
containing honey bees are located at 
places to which such shipments can be 
sent. This information can be obtained 
from the Canadian postmaster at the of¬ 
fice of address. After obtaining the in¬ 
formation. the sender must mark the 
wrapper of his parcel ‘“Office of address 
served by R-P.O." or “Office of address 
served by motor vehicle." Postmasters 
will refuse to accept parcels containing 
honey bees for Canada unless they bear 
such endorsement. 

Queen bees are not subject to the above 
restriction. 

Bees must not be on combs, and must 
be accompanied by a declaration signed 
by the mailer that the food for the bees 
carried In the package is free from dis¬ 


ease. Honey must not be used in making 
the candy placed in queen bee mailing 
cages. Special handling charges are ap¬ 
plicable to honey bees In cages, but not 
to queen bees in small cages, alone or ac¬ 
companied by a few workers, unless a 
considerable number of such cages art 
tied together for transportation ouUtdc 
of mail sacks. 

Shipments of bees are accepted only 
at the risk of senders; they may not be 
accepted for insurance. 

Used or secondhand hives or bee sup¬ 
plies. 

Commercial tags of metal Prison- 
made goods being sold or intended for 
sale by a person or firm. Plumage and 
skins of wild birds. 

Articles so marked as to create the 
false impression that they were made 
in Canada. Great Britain, or any other 
British country. 

Parcels bearing caution labels indicat¬ 
ing the contents are flammable 

Meat and meat food products, unit < 
federally inspected and passed and mark¬ 
ed accordingly. H intended for sale ex¬ 
port certification by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture is also required. 
Meat or meat food product for personal 
use is exempt from export certification 
but the addressee is required to certify 
to the Canadian authorities that it will 
not be offered for sale In Canada 

Drugs and medicines must comply 
with Canadian law. Senders are advised 
to communtcate with prospective ad¬ 
dressees to assure themselves befor* 
mailing that such articles will be ad¬ 
mitted. 

Biological products for veterinary use, 
including serums and vaccines, unless 
accompanied by a permit issued by the 
Veterinary Director General. Ministry 
of Agriculture of Canada. 

Eggs for hatching unless packed in 
new, clean containers and accompanied 
by a certificate issued by a veterinarian 
of the U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
or one Issued by a State veterinarian and 
endorsed by a veterinarian of that Bu¬ 
reau, stating that to the best of his 
knowledge the eggs come from a flock 
that is free from Newcastle disease, fowl 
pest, or fowl typhoid.

Each package must be addressed di¬ 
rectly to the addressee, as the Colombian 
regulations do not permit customs entry 
to be effected by anyone except the 
addressee or his authorized representa¬ 
tive. 

The address label must be marked with 
the number of Items In the package and 
their weight.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Import permits are required for gift 
parcels exceeding three per year for one 
addressee, or for any parcel exceeding 
3,000 crowns (about $415) in value. Per¬ 
mits may be issued to addressees or with¬ 
held at the discretion of the customs 
authorities after the parcels arrive. 

Articles which plainly exceed in 
amount the normal needs of the ad¬ 
dressee and his family are not admitted. 

Certain commodities are subject to 
quotas, as shown in the following list. 
The quantities shown in the second col¬ 
umn arc admitted at lower rates of duty; 
larger amounts will be charged with duty 
at higher rates. The quantities shown in 
the third column are the maximum ad¬ 
mitted in gift parcels; larger amounts 
will not be delivered.

Medicines are admitted In gift parcels 
only if no other articles are enclosed. 
They are free of duty if the quantity 
does not exceed the proper needs of the 
addressee and his family. Addressees 
must present a permit from the Czecho¬ 
slovak health authorities In order to 
take delivery. 

Printed matter 'books, periodicals, 
etc.), phonograph records, tape record¬ 
ings and motion-picture films arc ad¬ 
mitted only in parcels containing no 
other articles. 

The foregoing gift parcel regulations 
do not apply to parcels mailed by or ad¬ 
dressed to Czechoslovak citizens visiting 
the United States, containing only arti¬ 
cles belonging to them and intended for 
their personal use. The customs declara¬ 
tions of such parcels, In addition to list¬ 
ing the nature and value of the articles 
enclosed, must indicate clearly that the 
contents are the property of a visiting 
Czechoslovak citizen.

For the protection of animals or 
plants: Meat products require a veteri¬ 
nary certificate and a certificate of 
origin, except quantities up to 10 kilo¬ 
grams for the personal consumption of 
the addressee. Bacon and lard require a 
certificate of origin. Veterinary certifi¬ 
cates and certificates of origin are re¬ 
quired for honey, beeswax, and beekeep¬ 
ing equipment. 

State monopolies: German and Hun¬ 
garian silver coins. 

For other reasons: Gift parcels con¬ 
taining preserved foods In tin cans or 
other hermetically sealed containers; 
gift parcels containing used clothing or 
used footwear; all gifts sent by commer¬ 
cial firms. See "Observations.** 

Import restrictions. The attention of 
senders should be called to the following 
requirements. which are to be met by 
addressees: 

The importation of silkworms is per¬ 
mitted only by special permission of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. 

Shipment of arms and their parts must 
be accompanied during their transporta¬ 
tion over customs territory by a certifi¬ 
cate Issued by the State police. 

Tobacco and its products require the 
permission of the Ministry of Finance 
for importation, with the exception of 
shipments for the monopoly or small 
shipments for personal use of the ad¬ 
dressee. 

Czechoslovak coins, paper money, se¬ 
curities, and other paper values of any 
kind, as well as savings-bank booklets, 
and unmanufactured gold, silver, and 
platinum, may be imported only by au¬ 
thorization of the Czechoslovak National 
Bank at Praha.

While parcels containing eggs, when 
properly packed, may be accepted for in¬ 
surance to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, "no Indemnity Is payable," In 
the event of damage, should it be deter¬ 
mined that responsibility for the damage 
rests with the Postal Administration of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
Also regardless of where the damage oc¬ 
curred. “no indemnity" la payable for 
the damage to insured parcels, contain¬ 
ing eggs, originating in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and addressed to this 
country.

Observations. Many types of merchan¬ 
dise. unless sent as unsolicited gifts, re¬ 
quire import licenses which the ad¬ 
dressees must obtain from the British 
Board of Trade.

When the Invoice re¬ 
lates to the contents of more than one 
parcel, each parcel is to be marked “In¬ 
voice enclosed in parcel No._ 

Prohibitions. For reasons of sanitary 
policy: Meat, milk, cheese, butter, mar¬ 
garine, lard and other greases, unless 
packed in hermetically sealed tins plainly 
marked to show the nature of the con¬ 
tents. However. “Smithfield" hams are 
accepted as unsolicited gifts if enclosed 
In waterproof wrappings and adequately 
packed for protection and to avoid dam¬ 
age to other mail matter.

Cases and wrappers contain¬ 
ing these products must bear adhering 
letters indicating the country of origin.

Parcels to 
which such letters or cards are attached 
are treated as parcel post.

This 
weight must include the immediate con¬ 
tainer or the spool or board which holds 
the goods, as well as the goods them¬ 
selves. Also give the net weight and gross 
weight of the entire parcel in kilograms 
or other metric units. 

3. In the case of group shipments, give 
the required data for each parcel. 

Fines are imposed when the net 
weights vary more than 3 percent from 
those stated on the customs declarations, 
or when the customs declarations are not 
complete or do not show the proper clas¬ 
sification of the merchandise. 

Parcels may be addressed to batiks or 
other organizations for ultimate delivery 
to second addressees. The latter however 
may not take delivery without written 
authority from the first addressee, unless 
the sender arranges for change of ad¬ 
dress as provided in Part 247 of this 
chapter.
